I have the honor also to report that, on the fourteenth 
instant, I accompanied the commissioner and two Hungarian 
clergymen, Bishop Ferencs Robitsek and Dr. Varady L. Arpad, 
upon a visit to the emigration house and took the opportunity 
to urge upon all the necessity of an effective coalition of 
all parties at interest and I may say frankly that I am mech 
gretified by the attention the American Consul received but 
more pleased with the promise of governmental, clerical, and 


eS 
local charitable aid, a committee having been formed which 
shall have, as a special province, the meeting of emigrant 
trains and boats with a view to rescuing young girls who may 
be accompanying unlawful guardians. | 

I may say, in this connection, that the immigration 
authorities at New York, or other ports, may safely detain 
as a suspect of the character in question any female arriv- 
ing without possession of her Hungarian passport, it's absence 
being quasi-evidence of either her immoral character, per- 
mission to emigrate regularly having been refused, or that 
the person accompanying her is technically the girl's abduc- 
tor, if not seducer. 

I have the honor also to state that I am convinced that 
the Cunard management does what it can to obliterate such 
traffic upon it's steamers, ‘though it is possible that the \ 
fault lies with the commission agencies, subsidiaries of the 
Royal Hungarian Sea Navigation Company, “Adria” Limited, the 
latter of which is the local agency of the Cunard Company in 
addition to other financial ventures in the steam traffic 
of this port.

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My plans for obtaining definite information as to all 
details of passage engagements, commissions paid, etc., at 
points interior and including the country districts, are as 
yet somewhat in embryo, and particularly as they relate to 


substantiating the statements already made me by the company's 
local representatives. 


I have the honor to state that, up to date, my investiga- 
tions have been made without treading upon the sensibilities of 


any one and I would naturally prefer to accomplish my purpose 
in this manner, while it remains possible to do so. 
I have the honor to conclude by stating that at the

present time, the report is once more current that the central 
Hungarian government has determined to police the port with 
State police but as this is now current for the third time 
during my service here, I am sceptical as to it's becoming 
fact, ‘though I am satisfied that it would imprové conditions 
covering possible criminal emigration, the local’ police being 
ineffective for the purpose, while a scandal is still current 


regarding malfeasance in office on the part of certain offi- 


cials connected with that department.

A further investigation into their cases will be held some 


months hence, which will enable a definite conclusion to be reached 
as to their purpose in proceeding to the United States.

The Devartmental Committee met in my office yesterday for 


a final diecussion of the several subjects consiiered in the con- 
ference held in your office on November 20, and at the conclusion of 
the meeting submitted to the Secretary a report, recommending that 
the plan sugzested by the representatives of the steamship lines be 
given a trial as a substitute for the empleying of attendants in the 
cases of diseased, disabled and insane aliens deported or returned 
from the United States; the Secretary, of course, to reserve the 
right to discontinue the plan if it is not found to work satisfactorily. 
and to order the employment of attendants if such course should be 
deemed necessary. 

Taking the report of the preceedings in New York as a basis, 
the plan suggested by the steamship representatives was worked out in 
detail in the manner shown by the inclesed copy of a blank form in 
four parts, entitled, respectively, “Statenmt of Particulars Con- 
cerning Alien Requiring Special Care and Attention;” "Receipt for 
Alien and Baggage;" “Return, Ocean Voyage;" "Return, Land Trip and 
Delivery at Final Destination,” sueh parts to be divided by per-

forated jines, the first blank to be filled out completely by the 
Gemnissioner delivering the alien on board, the second to be sizned 
by the first or second officer of the vessel and returned te the 
officer delivering the alien, and the third and fourth to be filled 
out in due course and mailed to the comnaissioner at the port from 
which deportation is made, The blank is self-éxplanatory and needs 
no further comment, I believe it will adequately meet the ideas of 
the steamship representatives and afford a means for the presentation 
of complete reports to the immigration officials. I wish you would 
indicate, as promptly as possible, whether the blank is satiafactory, 
as it is desirable to have it printed as expeditiously as possible. 
The question arises whether any advantage would accrue to 
the steamship lines by having such portions of the blank as are to be 
eventually returned to the immigration officers furnished in duplicate, 
In any event, provision will be made fer preparing the "Statenat of 
Particulars" in duplicate, as one copy thereof mist be kept on file 
in the office of the commissioner, the original being intended to re- 
main permanently in the possession of the steamship jine, Therefore, 
if desirable, the form could be prepared in duplicate throughout (by 
using a carbon sheet), the original of each pertion and the duplicate 
of the three parts intended to be returned te the Gemmissioner, te be 
furnished at the time of delivering each alim on board. Please state 
your wishes in this mtter, 
| The Coumittee sles concluded to recosmsend to the Secretary 
that the inclesed form of “Head Tax Receipt fer Delivery to Alien

Passengers In Transit Through United States" should be adopted and 
printed by the Department for distribution to the various steanship 
lines and use in the manner indicated in the face and several ene 


dorsements thereon, The Bureau has already been assured that all of 


the transportation lines in Canada will accede to this plan, and it 


feels certain that there will be so objection on the part of the Trans- 
pacific lines, Quite possibly it will be adopted without demurrer 

by the several railway lines crossing the Mexican border. If this 
general adoption of the plan is secured, the refund of head tax will 

be reduced to a system that ought to give satisfaction to everyone 
concerned. 

With regard to the qestion of examining alien stow:ways, 
the Solicitor stated to the Committee that he had not bee able to 
conclude that Mr. Biers's centention that stowaways were excludable 
as persons who have committed a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude 
was sound legally; also, that a decision had recently been rendered 
by the Cipcuit Court of Appeals of the Louisiana District, whish, ace 
cording to cavemeer reports, had a direct bearing upon the question

hold tnat question in abeyance until a report of the Louisiana case 
could be obtained, 
in conclusion, allow me to express gratification at the 
spirit in which these several subjects nave been approached and presented, 
by the steamship lines.

The Committee appointed by you on Ostober 22, 1907, at the 
close of the conference held in your offices betwom a eamittee appointed 
by the prinsipal traneiitientic steamship lines, the Commissioners of 
Immigration at the pertese of New Yerk, Montreal, Boston, Philadelyhia, 
end Baltimore, and the chief medical offieers at the ports of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baitimore, has the honer to suimit the follow 
ing report as to astion talon and conclusions reashed on the suveral 
subjeete referred to it for consideretion and further conference with 
the representatives of the steamship iines. 

On Kovember 20th the several members of the Ccamittee (with 
the expeption of Commissioner Clark ef Montreal, who had been excused 
veesuse of certain important business enlling him to the est) mst with 
Weesrs. Sanford, Winter, Biers, Anderson, Certes, Lederer, and Kyland, 
representing the steamship lines, Mr. Eomer Folk of the New York State 
Board of Charities being present by invita’ ion during part of the con- 
ference, which was called to order at 1°:30 a.m. im My. Sanfords office, 
No.9 Broadway. 

The Committee agnin met in the office of the Comissioner-~ 
General on the morning of December 12th, instant, neither fr. Senford 
ner Mr. Folk being able to be present, and the former stating his 


belief thet it would uot be necsesary for him, ae the representative 
of the steamship eompanies, to attend this final sonferenes, as it 
was held merely for the purpose of fonmiating the plans suggested 
end Giseusced in the general meoting at New Tork and preparing a report 
thereupon to the Secretary of Commerce and labor, 


In the meeting in New York, ae well ae in the final confer. 
enee, the following three subjects wore Aiscuseed in order, vis: Ate 
tendent.s for deported aliens; Refimd of head-tax deposited on account 
of transit alien passengere; and, Fandling of cnees of alien stowaways, 
The said subjects are therefore taken w in order in this report: 


2. ATTERDANTS POR DIFORTED ALIFRS,. 
The representatives of the steamship lines contended in the 
meeting in New York, as they had in the conference held in the Seere- 
tary's office, that the law mde the mtter of employing an attendant 


one ef dissretion with the Secretary; that the leading steamship lines 
by which the most of the deportations are made are in better rosition 
to fesaidh groper cawe end ettentunes in the onses of diseased, dia- 
adiled, and insane aliens than is the Government; and that if sush 
lines were afforded om oppertumity to effect these deportations they 
were in position to insure the delivery of the persons deported te 


proper eustodians at the place ef final destination and to care for 
them in a humane and entirely eatiefactory manmmer on route. ‘The 
representatives of the lines eugpested that the prineipal edjects 
sought to be ascomplished by having attendants accompany deported alicns 
could be seoured by a system of returns, and mubnitted a rough draft 
of a blank whieh they thought, if properly worked out in deteil, would 
afford a system that would place in the possession of the Department 
@ eamplete history of eneh case ordered deported, covering from the 
time the alien is plaeed on board a vessel] in an Americen port witil 
be is delivered into proper eustody at final destination. They 
pleaded for an opportmity te demonstrate the feasibility and satie- 
fastory charester of their suggestion, and were informed that the Com- 
mittes would give the matter careful eoeideration and mutmit it to the 
Seer-tary. 

There is submitted herewith (p- 7) @ dlamk form which an- 
bedies the suggestions of the steamship representatives. Thies form

ie prepared in four sections, consisting of a "Statement of particulars 
eoneerning alien requiring special cnre and attentions” a “Reseipt for 
alien and baggage;" a “Return, cecan voyages” and a “Return, lend trip 
and delivery at final destination.” The plan is to have thie biank 
form aseompany each alien ordered returned or deported, if euch allen 
is in a mental or physieal condition which renders apecial care and 
attention necessary; the biank reeeipt to de signed and returned: te 
the officer delivering the alien on board at the time of delivery; the 


return covering the oecean voyage to be mailed to the commiesioner inmms- 


diately that the voyage is completed and the receipt of a custodian 
@vtaineds; and the retian covering the land trip and delivery at final 


destination te be mailed to the eulmiesioner at the port ef deporta- 


tion as soon as the delivery te final destination has been accomplished 
and the receipt of a proper custodian obtained. The diank is practiocal- 
ly self-expianitory and seems to requiremo further comment. 

Your Committee recommends that this plan >be given a trial, 
the steamship lines being advised, of course, that the arrangement is 
tentative and that the Secretary reserves the right to employ an at- 
indies te tie tite te be te wee Sin ete ee ot 0 
Giseontinue the tentative arrangement if {t is not found to work to 
his satisfaction. 

Your Committees aleo recommends that in adopting such plan 
the surgeons in charge at the various ports shall be required to send 
a medical officer on board steamers on which aliens who hate been 
designated as persons requiring espeeial care and attention are about 
to be deported, with the object of ascertaining what facilities are 
afforded en dhipboard for the accombdation of such persons er what 
especial arrangemente are being made to meet any particular exigency 
arising beenuse of the deportation of an wmeuwl maber at one time. 
On the basis of such reporte it will be possible to determine whether 
4t would be desirable to detail a medical offieer to proceed with a

to the facilities afforded and the treatment secoréed the deported 
aiseased, Ainsabled, or insane persone, Your Committee believes that 
the adoption of thie plem and giving it a fair trial might develop a 
ayetem for handling cases of the character under consideration which 
would produce resulte quite as good aa, if not better than, the employ- 
ment of indenendent attendants, whose position on beard ship must 
necessarily be somewhat anommlous and cause more or lees friction, and 


whigh at the same time would be lews objectionable te the steamship 


lines. Horeover, avimowledce upon the part of steamship offielais 
that there is an intention to exercise the statutory authority end re- 
quire the carrying of attendants wmiless their plan works satisfactor- 
ily, and a further nowledge u on their part that the facilities af- 


forded end the treatment ascorded on board their chips is being made 


the subject of observation and report, sowld but tend to secure their 
utmost endeevor to have the plan work to the Department's satisfaction. 


In other words, the steamship lines would be prastically put upon good 
behavior and held to a strict aecount. An additional distinct ad- 
vantage to be gnined under the plan is the fact that it would cover, 
as indierted in the blank form, the cases of diseased, disabled, and 
insane aliens rejected at the ports of this country as vell as the 
eases of those ordered deported wider Departmental warrant; the steam 
ship companies having agreed that if the plan is allepted they will 
make returns regarding the first-mentioned class, although the attend. 
ent feature of the law does not specifically cover such cases. 

2. RPURD OF HFAD-TAX T) TRANSIT ALIFN PASSENGENS. 

The representatives of the steamdhip lines made no objection 
to the adoption of a plan, proposed in a letter written the Commis. 
siouer—General by Comaiesioner Clark of liontreal, under which such 
companies will deliver to alien passengers falling within the clase 
*trensits,” on accowt of whom head-tax is deposited pending their 
departure from the (mited States within thirty daye, a negotiable 
yeseipt to be honored by any ticket agent of a steamship or railway

line by which the alien actually leaves the United States, the four 
Goliars being returned by such agent to the allen who endorses the 
reeeipt over to the agent, and the line represented by such agent to 
reimburse itself by transferring the receipt to the tranaportation 
line by which the deposit was made, the latter line in turn to obtain 
refund from the Goverment by endorsing the receipt over to the inmmi- 
gretion officer in charge at the port of entry, who would use it as 
evidence of the departure of the transit alien in his instrnetions to 
the eollestor of customs to make refund. 

A blank form intended for use in this connection is attached

Your Committee believes thet the general adoption of this 
plas will be of much benefit to an evon and satisfactory enforcement 
of the reguiations covering transits and will also, incidentally save 
some money to the Government.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE HELD IN THE OFFICE OF TH™ COBL'ISSIONER-GENTRAL, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 12th, 1907.

Meeting called to order at 10:10: a.m. by Chairman of the Comittee, 
Commissioner-—General Sarrent. 

Commissioner Watchorn read a letter, dated December llth, 
addressed to him by Er. Fomer Folk, Secretary of the New York State 
Board of Charities, inclosing a summary of the experiences of six 
trained attendants of the Manhattan State Hospital who were engared 
by the Federal Immigration Authorities to accompany insane aliens 
ordered deported, a copy of which letter and summary is attached hereto. 

Comrissioner Watchorn then suggested that all of the members 
of the Comittee should be made acquainted with the contents of a re- 
port, dated November 5, 1907, submitted by Immigrant Inspector Georre 
Schubert, of Chicago, regarding the deportation of certain aliens who 
were accompanied by the said Inspector, his wife, and two other persons 
as attendants, and the actions of the officials of the Cunard Steamship 
Company in the matter. This report was accordingly read to the con- 
ference by Solicitor Earl, after which the reply of the Cunard agent 
was also read, both being discussed by the several members of the Com 
mittee present. 


The Commissioner-—General stated that it was his intention to 


order an independent investigation with regard to the contents of In- 


spector Schubert's report and the denial of the agent of the charges 
made therein. 
The sense of the Committee was that, notwithstanding the 


serious character of this report and its reflection upon the good 


intentions of the Cwmard Company, the consideration of adopting the 
plan sugrested in the conference held in New York on November 20th 
(see minutes herewith) ought to be proceeded with and a definite re- 
commendation concerning same submitted to the Secretary. 

The plan of the steamship companies to adopt a system of 
returns as a substitute for the employment of attendants was then 
thoroughly discussed, a blank form, drafted in the Bureau on the basis 
of the revort of the New York conference (a copy of which is attached 
to the renort of the Committee to the Seeretary), being considered and 
meeting with wmanimous approval. 

Solicitor Earl then moved that the Committee recommend to the 
Secretary that the plan presented roughly by the steamship agents and 
worked out in the blank form above mentioned be given a trial, the 
steamshin lines to be advised that the arransement is to be of a tenta- 
tive character, the Secretary reserving the right to discontinue such 
arranrement if it should not work to his satisfaction, and also reserving 
the right to employ an attendant in any case in which such action seemed 
to him to be imperatively necessary; also that in adopting the plan the 


surgeons in charge at the various ports shall be required to send a 


medical officer on board steamers on which aliens who have been desipnated 


as persons recuiring special care and attention are about to be- deported 
with the object of ascertaining what facilities are afforded on ship- 
board for the accommodation of such persons or what special arrangements 
are being made to meet any particular exigency arising because of the 
deportation of an wusual number at one time, on the basis of such re- 
ports a determination to be reached as to whether it would be desirable 
to detail a medical officer to proceed with a ship on the voyage across 
and make independent observations. This motion was seconded and 
unanimously adopted. 

& blank form of head—tax receipt for delivery to alien pas- 
sengers in transit through the United States (copy attached to report 


of Committee) was then discussed by the conference, the wnanimous 


opinion being that its adoption should be recommended to the Secretary. 


Solicitor Earl stated that it had not been possible for him to 


conclude that the contention made by Mr. Biers in the meeting at New 
York that stowaways are excludable as persons who have committed a mis- 
demeanor involving moral turpitude is sound; also that in his judgement 
the question of a return to the rule formerly in force regarding stowaways 
should be left open wntil the Department came, into possession of a re- 
port of a decision recently rendered by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Louisiana on the case of a stowaway. His views were wmanimously 
concurred in. 

The Comnissioner—General then directed Iir. Parker to draft a 
renort covering both the New York conference and the present meeting; . 
and at 11:50 a.m. the conference adjourned to meet on the Chairman's 


call in the afternoon for the consideration of the report so to be 


drafted. 


Conference called to order at 2:30 p.m., December 12, 1907, 
by the Chairman and the report as drafted asreed to by the members, 
the conference thereupon adjourning sine die, it being understood that

1ST SUBJECT DISCUSSED: MATTER OF ALLOWING APPEALS ON BEHALF OF 

"GUARDIANS EN VOYAGE” HELD UNDER SECTION 11 OF THE DMMIGRATION ACT 

TO ACCOMPANY A DISABLED, DEPENDENT ALIEN IN WHOSE CASE NO APPEAL LIES. 
Conclusion reached that, while the law undoubtedly permits 

an appeal, in most instances it is but a useless waste of time and 

labor to perfect it; that in some cases an appeal is important, as 

the question of allowing the substitation as guardian en voyage of a 

person other than the detained alien might arise; that, therefore, 

commissioners should exercise discretion as to whether, in allowing 

such appeals, the appealing attendant alien should be informed of the 


fact that usually such course can, from circumstances, produce no 


favorable result, but that in every instance where the question of 


substitution of some one else is raised the matter should reach the 
Secretary.

2nd SUBJECT DISCUSSED: WAYS AND MEANS OF BRINGING ABOUT A REDUCTION 
IN THE NUMBER OF CASES REACHING THE DEPARTMENT AS APPLICATIONS FOR 
ADMISSION UNDER BOND INSTEAD OF BEING DECIDED FAVORABLY BY THE BOARDS 
OR, IF ADVERSELY, FORWARDED AS APPEALS. 

The Commissioner-—General pointed out that since the lst of 
July, last, there have been 627 applications for admission under bond 
(these figures representing cases which, of course, in some instances 
include more than one alien), and that in the same period there have 


been 302 appeal cases; and also explained that this situation was pro- 


duced largely by the fact that certificates rendered by the medical 
officers have been eo worded as to produce a technical legal impossi- 
bility of handling the cases either before the boards or at the De- 
partment otherwise than as those of persons admissible on the filing 
of bond. Then followed a general discussion in which every one pre- 


sent took an active interest, and during which the views of each one 


of the medical officers, as well as those of the commissioners, were 

obtained. It was the concensus of opinion that many of the aliens, 

who, under existing practices, are compelled to give bonds, are per- 

sons who could with propriety and safety be permitted to land without 
any assurances of that character; and it was almost, if not quite, 


the unanimous view that some method ought to be devised by which the 


board of special inquiry in each case might determine whether, under 


all of the circumstances developed, not only by the medical examina- 
tion but also by the interrogation of the alien, such applicant is a 


person whose mental or physical defect is of "a nature which may

affect the ability of such alien to earn a living." 

The conclusion finally reached, upon a suggestion advanced 
by Dr. Stoner and concurred in by Dr#' Geddings, slightly modified by 
other members of the convention, was that, pending a consultation to 
be held between the Surgeon-General and the various chief medical 
officers with the object of revising the book of instructions wmder 
which the medical officers have performed their examinations in the 
past, the surgeons would refrain from placing in their certificates, 
except in aggravated cases, the phrase "which may affect ability to 
earn a living;" that such surgeons would merely certify the fact that 
the alien is afflicted with e certain disease, according to the | 
diagnosis, and would hold themselves in readiness to testify before the 
boards if any further light were desired; thus enabling the boards to 
determine in each instance whether or not the alien before such board 
is admissible, and whether, if as he stands before them he is considered 
inadmissible, such conclusion is based upon the general circumstances 
or upon the shat teteabeennte the former case the rejection to be out- 
right with permission to appeal, and in the latter case no decision 
to be handed down by the board, but a finding of fact, showing that the 
alien is considered a person afflicted with a physical defect which 
may affect ability to earn a living and is therefore admissible, if 
at all, only on the tender of bond, to be made and the case to be 
certified in this manner to the Department for decision whether the

Sra SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 
MEANING OF TERM "SUBERCULOSIS” AS EMDLOYED IN THE NEW ACT. 
It developed that there was some considerable difference 
of opinion among the surgeons on this question, some holding the 
view that tubercle of the lungs (consumption) is meant, and others 


thet the term employed ig generic and must, therefore, be regarded 


as including all tuberculous diseases, whether of the lungs, skin, 


bones, or glands. The conclusion reached was that the surgeons 
should specify in their certificates the particuler nature of the 
tuberculous disease with which the alien is afflicted, thus placing 
upon the commissioners at the various ports the responsibility of 
deciding whether or not an appeal lies in such case; also that the 
Department should be asked to instruct the commissioners as to its 
holding on this important question (the Department, perhaps, to con- 
fer with the Surgeon-—General and other medical experts), so that 
there might be assurance that no appeal would be refused in a case 
in which the law intended it should be granted. 
4th SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 

AIMISSION OF ALIZNS FOR TREATMENT IN HOSPITAL UNDER SECTION 37, AND 
UNDER "EXPRESS PERMISSION OF THE SECRETARY,” AS REQUIRED IN SECTION 19. 

The medicel officers were emphatically of opinion that land- 


ing for treatment under these sections should be granted only in the 


'§ 
most meritorious cases, and that a resort to the practice should be 
restricted to the utmost. They had anticipated considerable trouble 
on this score, especially in Philadelphia and Boston where the facili- 
ties for handling such persons are limited and objections on the part 
of local people are almost sure to be forthcoming. The surgeons 
saic that they were much re-assured in this respect by the Secretary's 
memorandum read in the meeting in his office on the preceding day. 

5th SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 

WARRANT CASES -— HAVING GOVERNMENT SURGEONS CONFIRM CERTIFICATES 
RENDERED BY SURGEONS IN CHARGE OF PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 

The Assistant Secretary expressed his gratification at the 
improvement that had resulted from inaugurating this system some time 
since and suggested the possibility that it might be further extended 
to advantage, so as to reach cases arising in the interior as well as 
those reported from institutions located at Atlantic seaports, either 


by having Government surgeons proceed to such institutions or by 


having them examine the aliens under order of deportation after such 


aliens reached the port of embarkstion. The general opinion was that 
this was an excellent idea and should be followed out. The Commis- 
sioner—General also suggested that the question of employing attend- 
ants should be handled in the same way and that no attendants should 
be used unless a Government surgeon confirmed the opinion of the 
civil surgeon that the services were required. 
6th SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 
DESERTING ALD SEAMEN. 


All present agreed thet this was one of the chief evils

with which the immigration and medical officials have to contend; 
that some means of bringing about a more effectual control of seamen 
should be devised. Several suggestions were made, but it was finally 
concluded that the weakmess existed in the law rather than in re- 
gulations or practice. Dr. Stoner explained the practice foilowed 
on the Pacific coast of inspecting, medically, all alien memvers of 
arriving crews just as though they were alien passengers; but the 
commissioners doubted whether such & plan would be countenanced for an 
instant at the Atlantic ports, as the claim would be made that it 
interfered with free commerce. 
7th SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 

CONTRACT LABORERS. 

On this matter the Solicitor made a clear statement of some 
of the difficulties, and explained some of the more puzzling questions 
brought about by combinations of facts and circumstances. Several 
typical cases were cited by the several commissioners and an explana-~ 
tion made by the Solicitor, the Commissioner-—General, and others, as 
to the reasons which brought about the Department's hoiding in each 
instance. The discussion was quite general and doubtless was toth 
interesting and instructive to all present. 

8th SUBJECT DISCUSSED. 
KISCELIANEOUS SUGEESTIONS. 
& number of minor suggestions were made for the benefit 


of those present, among which was the outline of a plan used by Com 


missioner Weis, at Baltimore, for assisting the steamship companies 


to obtain evidence that transit aliens have actually passed through 
and out of the United States; the suggestion that the Department had 
recently rendered a decision in a Philadelphia case that seemed to 
reverse its former holdings on the question of deporting an alien 
mother who had given birth to an infant in this cowtry (which matter 
was explained to Commissioner Rogers); and the suggestion that, for 
the information of the medical officers, a return should be made, in 
the annual reports of the Bureau, to the plan of furnishing a table 
giving the details as to the particular diseases on account of which 
certificates are rendered by the medical officers during the year, 
instead of classifying such certificates wider the general headings 
"dangerous contagious diseases,” “loathsome diseases,” "quarantinable 
diseases,” etc. 
9th SUBJECT DISCUSSED: 
DESIRABILITY OF THE DEPARTKENT'S ISSUING 4 MONTELY BULLETIN 

OF DECISIONS. 

és a final proposition it was stated and agreed to by all 
present that some means ought to be devised whereby, at least period- 
ically, the immigration and medical officials throughout the country 
might be advised authoritively of important decisions rendered by the 
Department; that such an arrangement would be of inestimable benefit 
to a smooth and efficient administration of the laws and would mater- 
fally simplify the duties of the officers. The decision was reached 
that this subject should be presented to the Department; and the 
Solicitor also promised to take it under consideration so far as it 


affected his office.

Section 1 of the act of *ebruary 2%, 1907, exempte from the 
head tax requirements "aliens in transit through the United States." 


In Rules 1, 2, and 41, the general outlines of a plan for the deposit 


of head tax on account of transits and its refimément to the trans- 


portation companies when it has bern found that the persons manifested 
as transits are actually such and have paseed out of the United States, 
are set forth; but no attempt hes been made to arrange anplan by which 
the individual trensit alien will be assured of the refumdment of the 
head ton, from the payment of which he is by law exempt. 

Cormissioner Clark states that the arrangement employed in 
Canada under the provisions of naragraphe (b) and (c) of Rule 4] and 
under the Canadian agreement, Rule 25, works perfectly so far as the 
Canadian business is concerned. No end of trouble is encountered, 
however, on account of the failure to refund the head tax to transit 
aliens who enter at United States seaports and pass through the United 
States to Canada. 

Commissioner Clark suggests the advisability of having the 
various steamship comvanies agree to furnish each transit alien with 
a receipt for the head tax, such receipt to be of a negotiable or 


transferable character; so that an alien entering at any Atlantic or 


Pacific port and going out of the United States at any other port could, 


upon presenting such receipt to the agent of the vessel on which he 
leaves, ovtain the rofimd of the “4.00, the transferable receipt to 
be retained by such company and its settlement to de effected by a 
watual clearinghouse arrangement between that company and all others. 
As the matter nov stands, there is no assurance whatever thet 
the head tax collected by the Government ae a special devosit and 
later refunded to the transportation companies from which collecteé 
ever returns to the pockete of the persons from whom collected; in 
other words, the Departmental Rule, necessitated by the circumstances, 
furnishes a means by which the transportation companies can readily 
retain in their possession an extra %4.00 om account of every transit 


passenger.

By the Chairman; 


Mr, Sanford, and gentlemen, as aresult of our very pleasant 
and eer G_ Sarenenne in Washington a few weeks ago, we are 
here to-day to do up some matters which at that time were under 
discussion, and ~ want to express my appreciation of the arrange- 
ments which Mr. Sanford has made to meet here together with you, and 
I realise that this is a very busy time and all of you are pressed 
very haré with business matters, I do not want to take up any time 
unnecessarily. We have come here for busine :s ourselves, We come kx 
mame with bad eine on our shel sane. We sppreciate that we e have 


The canhaas whieh we are first going to take up is that which

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or physical it is deemed necessary that there should be an attendant 


to accompany them to Europe. This is in accordance with an Act of 
Congress which has been passed and which is obligatory upon the 


Secretary of the Department and upon myself as Commissicner-Ceneral 
to put in force by we, put into effect and enforce M®. We realize 
that there are opinions in regard to the necessity of such a recula- 
tion, upon which, probably, we are wide gm apart. But an Act of 
Congress is passed, It is a law, The Attorney-Generaly of our 
Governm nt has said that it is for the head of the Department to 
enforce. Wow this discussion, it seems to me, is for the purpose of 
arriving atxthe best possible conclusion as to how this can be 
brought about, how far we can gc and whet arrangements can be made 
so that we can work along together, Until such time as conditions 
may be brought about wherein the law may be modified, dt is a law, 
and I have always beliewed in respectin; the laws of my country, 
and I have been acting, so far as possible te=met, judiciously in 
their enforcement, and I can assure you that the members of the 
Committee who have come here with me all have the same disposition, 
that is, to meet you gentlemen in a spirit of frankness and fairness, 
taking into consideration the conditions under which you have to 
work and we hope that you will take into consideration the laws 
which have been enacted by our Government and that we can reach a 
practical solution of the difficulty, 

By Mr.Winter: 

Mr. Conmmissioner-General, I want to say a few words merely in 
appreciation of the sentiment you just expressed to us, that we 
fully agree with you and we want to co-operate with you in the 3 ame 
spirit of frankness and we tried to do so in our last meeving. 
There is a difference of opinion as to the law, or, ruther, as to 
whether it is a law direct. Seco.2) leaves it in the discretion of 


(3) 
the Secretary of Commerce and J,abor. It reads particularly, 


"That when in the opinion of the Secretary of Commerce md Labor 
the mental or physical condition of such alien is such as to require 
personal care and attendance, he may employ a siitable person for 
thet purpose." 


It ig an oblicctory matter, it is a discretionary matter. If we 
have the attendants forced upon us, then comes up the matter, are the 
attendants necessary ? I am sure this was brought about by reports 
against the steamship companies which, we may say honestly, were 
misleading, md we believe that if your Department hai come to us 
frankly at the time they were presented and said, "Gentlemen, these 
are the accusations made against you as to the care of these deporte 
ed insane or diseased passengers," we should have been able to ex- 
-lain to you and show you Shat they were properly taken care of, 

and if there was any short-coming on an Sine that ought to be a 
matter o be taken up individually with that Line , but that was not 
done. Yo: come back with cases of years ago and we all know as 
business men that the best of interests are subject to errors, 
mistakes and omissions are likely to occur. Now we gay that that 
system of sending attendants along has broken down. You can't carry 
it oute you have not got the vroper attendants. We believe that our 
staff of surgeons md attendags on board are better equipped, not 
only that, we can furnish the proper care but we can do better than 
your a‘tendants. And the very fact that your State Department has 
instructed the Consuls on the other side to instruct atte::dants 

that they shall deliver over to the proper aithorities their insane 
or diseased cases illustrates our claim that attendants arc not 
necessary= one objection is to their passing through the country, 
proves this fact, We hold, therefore, that your aystem is broken 
down as far as é@nterior transportation is concerned, We can get 

on the otherside the authorities to take charge of all passengers 
who become dependent, Now the total question comes down to this, 
is the attendant necessary on board ship ? We deny that he is 
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necessary on board ship, unless you want to carry out the very 
provision that is made here, that ig that the mental or physical 
condition of such alien shall require the attendance of a suitable 


person for the purpose of taking gare of him. Now your attendants 


don't want to do that. 
By re Sargent. 
May Iask you a@ question, ir. Winter ? 
A Certainly. 


Q You don't question Section 2 as being an Act o° Congress, 


do vou ? 
I know it is m Act of Congress and in that Act it provides 

Tor the return of an alien when in the judgment of the Secretary 
of Commerce aid Labor he is here in violation of the law, 

Q That provision you concede, no -oubt. 

A That is ovligatory upon the Secretary when in his opinion-- 
we don't question the return of the passenger, 

Q Just tet me carry my question to a conclusion, It provides 
a penalty for the failure or refusal on the part of the owners or 
consignees to comply with the order of the Secretary an. to take on 


board, guard safely and return to the country when he came any alien 


ordere: to be deported under the provisions of thie Act. If they 
fail to do that, there is the penalty. Now it goes on and says, 
"Provided, That when in the opinion of the Secretary of Coxmerce and 
Labor the mental or physical condition of such alien is sucii as to 
require personal care and attendance, he may employ a suitable 
person for that purpose, who shall accompmy such alien to his or 
her final destinations . 

Now that is the obligation placed upon the head of the Depart~ 
ment of Comuerce 221 Lebor, When his attention is called to an 
alien's condition, physic:1 or mental, requiring an attendant, 

I consider, Mr- Winter, it is m obligation placed upon him to furn- 
ish the necessary attendant to accompany that alien to his destina- 


tion. Understand me, I am not arguing as to the justice of it, as 
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vy 
to the fairness so far as the steamship people come, but I argue as 
it being an Act o* Congress, not an obligation on the head of the 
Department= as much as any law contained in the Immigration Laws 
of the Country. Let us not presume to take the position that it is 
optional whether he shall do it or not. It is optional for him to 
Say, with the evidenoe before him, whether that alien should be 
accompanied or not, jag and if he is satisfied that the evidence 
shows that the alien must be attended then it becomes obligatory 
upon him to surnish that attencant.

In view of Kr, Rarl's Suggestion there, the cifficulty is that 
we arc dealing with a wery <ciff cult proposition, of a bona-fide 
person wao fro: motives of humanity and for various other motives 
ought to be taxen from where he is found here and put back in the 
identical place from whsre he came. Now one of the greatest 
difticulties is in carrying him through two or threc jurisdic:ions, 
that difficulty is insuperable. Of course you gentlemen - have 
been meeting those difficulties for years, you know how difficult 
they are. Now the appointing of an attendant, while it may impose 
certain responsi. ilities on this attendant, in imposimg certain 
respoisibilities on the attendant you certainly don't want to 
relieve anybody elae of their responsibility.

O* course where people are going through Europe and pass 
4>rough various jurisdictions, it is impossible ‘or any of us sitt- 
ing here in New York just who shall certify at WYarious points to 
go through, various frontiers and sizXmazutatmg and I suppose one 
of the most difficult countries perhaps to deal with in that res- 


pect is Russia, 
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Here is a fair sample Mr. Nyland has followed up very satisfactorily 
giving the history of a deported immigrant until he actually arrived 
at the place in Russia from which he came, and we have here a return 
from tliat person. It is true that is an informal return, but that 
could be ajjusted to the satisfaction 0° yvour Department. This is a 
return from some otficer of the Jewish Congregation in Russia, but 
that is a matter which vou centlemen could pass on to vour satise 
faction. You could determine whether or not a return was made 
to your satisfaction.

Now here is a subject whics has been brovght up, Assume, 
for the sake of our discussion, that there have bcen in the past in 
individual cases things which the Lines would not permit if they 
could, and as lire Winter has said, that happens in every ccpartment 

of life. What we want tod is to stop and consider- Our attention 
has been called, all the steamship lin’s have their attention fixed 
on this gibject and we want to deal with it in the best way we can 
with ‘he idea of a practical solution and to avoid the diffic:.lties 
that are -ixed factors, Now,Congress starts out wth this Act whith 
you quoted and it gives tot he Sccretary of Commerce and Labor a 


power to order an attendant in @ case where he thinks it is neces-

Yori:'s representatives appeared be ore Congress and laid great 
stress :pon the necessity, from a humanitarian standpoint, of »rov- 
iding these aticncants to see that thesc people veached their homes 
in safety ? That some people had been sent back that never cid 
reach their homes and there was abundance of evidence presented to 
Congress at the time the committ c was in session which brought 
about the results that w have before us, Now I am not speaking 
anything about the correctness of those reports, but a careful 
review will show what those gentlemen said and what brought about 
this Fp oes n the law, and the same information was laid before 
the Prefers and ‘here have been agreat many letters written 
tothe Bureau from time to time about aliens that have been sent 
back and who have never reached their final destination. Is that 
not correct, lr. Comissioner ? A Yes sir. 


(Chairman- continuing) I presume that Congress was moved «o take 


he action it did largely by those statements wiich were made to it 
and I know that our Secreta’y has been governed largely in his 
interests in this matter from a humane stand-point, because I have 
talked with him, and he has believed that it was necessary to take 
this precaution from the in ormation which has come to him and which 
has been submitted to hi: by thosewho have insisted most particular- 


ly in providing this measure of relief for returning alicns, T can 
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Bay with authority, if yo. pleas , that the President himself was 
very mucn concerned in this matter, especially when it was claimed 
that we were not ourselvcs doing our full duty in providing means 
Tor the care and custody of deported aliens avllicted with insanity 
deported from New York, It is not a matter that came up in a ninute, 
it has had same consideration on the par= of heads of Departments. 
It has come from these facts that have been brought to the Depart- 
ment and these resorts that haves been made by gsentl :ien who nave 
taken up this matter from a humane stand-point that has brought 
about this iiebee, Now, of course, if the Secretary of this 


Departnent was convinced that a deported alien was given that care 


that he ought to get and that protection which he should reccive, 


it is within his power, no doubt, to waive the provision which re- 
quires attendants in that case, but the mere statement that it is 
going to be done, after some conditions which wiil refute s me of 
the claims that are made by others are shown, he must not be expect- 
ed to immediately change his cours. 

Mre Biers: 

That isn't hat we suggest, We are not aking the Department 
+0 ccance its rules or concede on any promises, What we are asking 
is that the lines be given a fair opportunity *o show what can be 
done, as a tentativematter, and if wo show you to -our satisfaction 
that we are dealing with thie problem as well a8 it can be dealt 
with, then we ask to have that system dealt with on its merits. 

Now as the law now stands, the steauship companies are under no 
obligation t> make any return as to the history of these people

The head tax is required of them 
at Sanfrancisco, A deposit of th: amount required is made, ‘ow, 
when they go out at New Yak or Boston it is supposed that that head 
tax will be refunded, and if they come by way of Canada, conning 
from Vancouver throuch to Kastern points, they expect to get that 
money pack. Now oft times annoyances arise and a great deal of 
correspondence accrues because of their failure to know where they 
are to go t get that refund. Sometimes at Montreal they antici- 
pate they are to get it on their arrival there. Now it ha occured

Chairman: 

The Commissioner=-General has authority to regulate those things 
under the law. 

Q That & your ruling ? 

A We are required to certify all people. 

Mr. Barle: 

Wouldn't it answer for ou to say that would be the only 
evidence on which the Collector at SanFrancisco would be allowed 
to refun: tne head tax ° 
Cniairnan: 

The evidence upon which the Collector refunds the head tax is 
hen it is shows to the authorities in Washington that that alien 
has passed out of the country. We then instruct the Collector to 
refund that money. 

A That isn't what that condition says, 

Tne Cairman: 

The point that Iwant to get from you gentlemen- and all those 
things can be regulated properly at SanFrancisce- is this; is it 
possible or us to enter into an agreement or arrangement whereby 
when a »assenger comes to your office here in New York from 
Australia, destined to London, and is a passenger over your Line, 
and he presents evidence to show that his head tax of $4.00 has 
been paid by him at the port of SanFrancisce, th«' he ean get that 


head tax refunded upon presenting the proper evidence to you and 
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go on his journey ? Or must he wait and take up, through corres- 
pondence with hig Embassador, until finally, perhaps, two or three 
months have clapsed before he gets his money back, Now, gentlemen,

A Mr, Commissioner, that was entirely due to the Pacific Mail

the receipt is pwesented provided we are sure that we can get or 
money back.

That settles the wnole question, If you gentlemen are prepared

At the time we were in conference at Washington the question 
of stowaways was raised and partic: lar referred to by the Secretary 
and myself and ' gatherad tre inferences at thac conference that 
this question cf the reg.la.ion was going to be further considered, 
and I am notcesirous of overlooking anything. I open the question 
for any discussion that you may think necessary at this time . 
are Liers; 

To save time, ir. warls, and I had a talk a.cut the legal 
bearing of this que: fiom, and I woulde iike to call one matter to 
the attention oy the conference and that is tniss I think it is 
the attitude of the stcamshir lines that ‘they woulc be glad if the 
governuent would make a gconeral r ie rey.iring ali stowaways to be 
deported. Now the reason for that is, Tcai snow you pernaps in 
the best way by referring to an actval case ole one of “ne Cunard 
ships, the “"Slavonia® which stopped at Sicily 3-1/2 years ago on 
its way from the Adriatic to New York. It did riot take on any third 
class vassengers in Sisily and the officers were as oarcful as they 
could be to guard against admittanos to the ship of any diseased 
people. The people in the wcond cabin were very carefuliy inspecte 
ed. I ean't tell you just how many passengers wre rejected on 
that particular voyage after oxawination, b t on the voyage of the 


next ship, that was the "Carpathia", between one-quarter and one-third 


(79) 
of those who applied for aimission were rejected because they were 
found to be su fering from trachoma, a disease whichis particularly 
prevalent among the poor people in Sicily. While the ship was 
being loaded wih a large number of boxes of fruit at Palermo and 
while the stevedores were necessarily coming and going with them, 
twenty-two people from the shore secreted themselves on the ship. 
The went about amonhst the immigrants on board md it wag not very 
difficult for them to hide among these immigrants, md as the 
"Sadavonia* did not stop, was not scheduled to stop anywhere, they 
could safely appear about a day after and were assured of their 
passage to New York- Of the twenty-two stowaways eleven we found to 
have trachoma, and there were a thousand immigrants exposed to that 
disease, The 22 stowaways themselves, wien they were found, were 
riotious and insubordinate, They were all put in the hospital, 
they were all confined there, involwing the officers in a great 
deal of trouble to keep ther in a reasonable state of ordere When 
the ship arrived in the lower bay here they tried to get over-board 
and we had to put them in the fire pit; it was like confining so 
many wild animals more or licss affected with diseases. When they 
reached here some o- those people were allowed to land, The diffi-e 
culty, of course, of mich a situation is that so long as 4 stowaway 
is allowed to land it is some inducement, it operates as an induce- 
ment to those who come that way and it is a particular inducement 
tO @ mam wihlo would not pass the inspecvion of our doctors on the 
other side. Of course it is impossible for the steamship companies 


té@ comply with the immigration law with respect to those stowaways, 


we can't stop them comb'“‘tr, in a lawless way, I don't suppose there 


is any very sericus objection as to the advantage of excluding 
those people from this country. The legal question is a little more 
dirficult, I would like to invite your attention to tris; Section 2 
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of the Act which defines the classes of aliens which should be ex- 
cluded of course specifies. as was the case in the other Act, 
persons who are likely to become a public dGiarge. Now it is prob- 
ably not thec ase that all stowaways are likely tobecome public 
charges, Some of them undoubtedly are, because if aman is a hard 
working man and is a good steady subject for immigr tion, he can 
probably earn enough to come in a legal way and buy his ticket and 
come throush the reruhar channels. The act then goes on $0 enumer= 
ate those who should be excluded and it says; "Persons wo have 


been convicted of or admit having committed a felony or other 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral turp tude." 


I don't understand that under the U.S. law the mere fact of stealing 


@ passage on a ship necessarily is amisdemeanor, It is I think so 


considered in certain countries of Burope, but it seems to us to 
coi under the spirit of that provisio:. YWere are people who try 
to come into the United States, of practicing deception by stealing 
@ ride, by evading the immigration laws, evading their obligations. 
It does seem to us that there is an element of moral turpitude 
there, They are undesirable citigena anithe whole spirit of the 
immigration law, as we understacd it, is that those who come into 
the United States must come through the regula channels, and it 
is almost ivpossible for the steamship cozpanies to live up to it 
unless we can have a ful) and regular examination at the port of 
entry, unless w can have the advaitage of any records as wll as 
personai inspection of che men. low here are people wno come in a 
perfectly lawless way, we can't examine thes there, anc so long as 
any of that class are allowed to land here then it is a fair invi- 
tation to others to by fair means or foul to get aboard our ships 
and sneak in- 
Mr, Anderson: 

I would call your attention to the fact that under the british 
law the act of stowing away is oa crime for which the passenger may 
be imprisoned on the other side if he is returned, therefore I think 
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that this is bringing him under the provision of moral tur itude 
at least. He has committed a crime by stowing away against the 
English law, 
Mr- Earle: 


What is there to provent the steamship company from taking the 


matter intc its own hands and sinply refusing to allow the stowaway 


to land ? 

A Suppose that somepedy got out a habeasecorpus 9 How could 
we Gotain him o We could certainly not detain him while the write 
was being heard. 

The Chairman: 
The law requires to land every alien passenger. 
A Sxiueeutiegk Not that = know of, 

Mr, Anderson: 

The law requires that every passenger shall be manifested and 
every one of those passengers must be produced before the Commis- 
sioner. They are then in the hands of the government and that places 
them out of our power. 

Mre Biers: 

The moment an immigration officer decides that this man shall 
be deported that takes him entirely out of the reach of any habeas 
corpus procecdings. It ought to be in the power of our governnent 
to decide who shall come in. 

I have found in some of these cascs of stowaways that they 
evidently com in by a pre-arr iged plan. In the case oi1thege stow- 
aways mentioned it was a vre-arranged plan because they certainly 
knew that the ship was not going to stop at Naples- 

The Chairman: 

Now here is a point that ought not to be overlooked in connco- 
tion with the stowaway. It is an incentive to the ship's crew to 
aid and abet the coming of aliens in a sumptitious manner, Jiow 
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if an alien is assisted aboard and thereby gets to thiscountry and 
then is admitted a‘ter inspection, then it is an incentive to the 
crews to assist them to come, and I have believed that it was 
creating a cisposition to practice dishonesty on the part of the 
crews. That has been brought to my attention at two or three ports 
I have visited, and I believe that there are crews which connive to 
bring those people, that .ihey do it for a compensation. I have 
always held the ‘former regulation which existed prior to the present 
rule was better- I don't think there is my law covering stowaways. 
Tt has been a regilation of the department. 

In an opinion of the Solicitor of the Department of co:merce 
and Labor, dated June 23, 1905, alien stowaways (as to whom strict 
Compliance with section 12 of the Act approved March 35, 1903, is 
impracticable) are held to be outside of the classes of aliens en- 
titled to examination under the immigration laws, and the following 
instructions relative to sucn persons are hereby promulgated: 


1. Alien stowaways must be reported and manifcsted by thc masters 
of vessels, immediately upon arrival at a port of the United States, 
in the same manner as other aliens; provided, nowever, that the mame 
of every such person shall be followed by the word "Stowaway". 

2. Head tax shall not be certified on account of alien stowaways, 
nor shall they be examined under the imnigration laws touching their 
ight to enter the United States, 

3. A detention notice (Form 559) shall be served in the case of 
very alien stowaway, in orde: to ap vise tne master of the vessel 
of the penalties provided by section 18 of the act approved Mar.'05, 
4. At ports where immigrati.n stations ae located, alien stowaways 
may be removed thereto, at the request, exnense, anc risk of the 
vessel concerned, pencing the departure of the said vessel or the 
next calling #eeeet of a voisel of the sane line, or tne sailing of 
awe:sel of my other line with which arran‘cments may nave been 
made for the return of the stowaway. At ports where there are no 
detention facilities, sich persons must be kept on shipboard and 
safely guarie@ while in port, and their presence on board nust be 
verified by an immigration officer immediately be*ore the sailing of 
the vessel. 

5. Alien stowaways shall not be included in the regular steasigsteed 
returns, but shall be shown, as a separate class, among the “debarre 
od" aliens, 


Mre Earle; 
I think it is probably that some such regulation as that could 


be enforced, but in my judgment it is a question as to whether the

Department has authority to do it. My Biers has sugested a way 
in which it might best be done but it is not possible to express 
an opinion at present as to whether that is feasible or not. I 
think the best we can do is to say thnt the Department will take the 
matter under consideration and endeavor to arrive at some solution 
of the difficulty, 
Mr. Biers; 


Tt Sccoms to me, Mr Cormissioner, that that provision of Sece2 


referring to misdemeanors involving moral turpitudeprobably means 


to include stowaways, because these people come in on a fraud and a 
deception, and I think the whole reading of Section 2 particularly 
will show that it is not the policy of Congress to admit to the 
United States people who arc either below par physically or below 
par morally. Here is a case where the wery act of a man's coming 
in is a certain kind of larceny, he has at least stolen his passage 
money, That seems to us to come uncer the clause of moral turpitude. 
If it does, then the Department has a perfect right under the law to 
order him deported, not as a stowaway, but on moral turpitude. 

The Chairman: 

We are to understand, from the expression of the conference, 
tiat it is their desire that some change bec made in this rule 
governing stowaways ? 

A Fxactly, 

The Chairman: 

The matter will be taken up, I assure you, by the Department, 
and some decision arrived ai, because therc is m expression in the 
minutes of the last conference which indicates that there should be 
some changes. We will bring it to the Sccretary's attention upon 
our return and I can assure you that it will have his prompt con- 
sideretion, But I believe, as I said @& the conference in Washing- 
ton, that we are putting a premium on rascality juss as long as

we allow them to Jand, Under the old rule where we excluded them, 
gave them mo regard or attention whatever, the number was less,

> Chaiznan: 

I want to ask on more question of the conference, aAre there 
any reasons to complain of the present regulations governing the 
report on outegoing .liens, the statistic. of out-going aliens, 
is that working satisfactorily? Are you getting your reports ready 
go as to submit them within the 60 day limit 9? 

A The sixty day limit is suf-icient as far as the trans-atlan- 
tic lines are concerned, but sometimes we may have a ship going dow 
to South.

You can appreciate, gentlemen, thet that information is going 


to bo very valuable when we make our report to the people as to the

immigrants that come into the country and we show them how many 
went out of the country, It is gaing to cause much comment as to 
the danger of the immense inflow of foreign iam gration, ae are 
going to discover much to their surprise that o large proportion 
of the immigrants that come here return each year. That is partie- 
ularly true at this time of the year, great numbers are coing out 
and that will continue to increase for te next three months, and 
Tt appreciate the vaillingness with which the steamship cormsrenies 
nave have begun to act in that matter. It is not the purpOwe of the 
Soureau to oo arbitrary. Waat we want is the willing <isposit‘on, 
to do the best they can, that is what w arse altar. 
Is there anyth' ig mots, “fre Santord ? A Nothing eisc. 
“ir. Vinter, have you anything more to say ? A. to, MreCommissioner, 
we have notning aore, except to express our thanks for tue fairness 
and attention shown; we appreciate that very much, 
ir, Anderson, have you anything further to add ? A Notning at alle 
Any of ou other gentiemen want to get on record ? A ‘iothing. 
by ir. Anderson: 

Personally I have been advocating for a great many years a 
closer conference bvetween ine officials of the goverment and the 
officials of the steamphip company, and every time I have scen sich 
a conference I have found that there ws a fveling of confidence 
and a better understanding, and I hope that these conferences will 


bo held more frequently in *uture than they have been in the past, 
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October 3, 1907. 


Memorenéyn : 

(1) Conference of steemship companies to discuss the law 
and the opinion of the Attormey General about returning attendants. 

(2) Disouss with them the bringing over of aliens suf- 
fering from coutagious diseases, of whom, in some exceptional 
cases, under sectica ati Secretary is authorised to permit 
treatment in hospitals. Ontline to them the policy of the De- 
partment, which will be confined almost exclusively to members 
of the family of a naturalised citisen, or of one who has made 
his permanent residence here and hes filed his first papers. 
But the fact that they are members of such a family will not, 
es a matter of course, induce the Secretary to allow them to 
enter the hospitals, unless the disease is very insignificant, 
and can be cured in e short time. The Secretary is compelled to 
amounce this policy in advance for the reason that the hospital 
accommodations are very limited, and that the Department does 
not intend that the hospitals of New York City shall be called 
upon, exeept in extraordinary cases, to take charge of these dis- 
eased aliens. 

(3) Inform the steamship companies thet under the law a 
fine of $100 is to be imposed upen companies bringing such dis- 
eased aliens. The Department desires to inform steamship cam- 


panies that it will be very strict in imposing these fines.

1. ATTENDANTS FOR DEPORTED ALIENS. 

While the Attorney-General has held unqualifiedly that the 
Secretary has plenary power, not only to determine in what cases at- 
tendants are necessary, but to select such persons as he deems quali- 
fied to act as attendants and to require the steamship companies to 
take them on board and furnish them passage to the foreign destination 
of the deported alien and return passage to the United States - possi- 
bly all of the following points should be regarded as open for dis- 
cussion and as forming a basis upon which mutual concessions calculated 
to result in a perfect working understanding may be based: 


(a) Should the transportation companies be given a hearing 
/ in each instance? If so, how should it be conducted and 


what should be its scope? | 


(b) Some positive understanding should be reached as to 

the class in which attendants will travel: (1) When 
proceeding with the alien abroad; and, (2), When returning 
to the United States. 


(c) In the event that the claim is made by the transporta- 
tion companies that they furnish attendants of their 
own to convey deported aliens from the foreign port of dis- 
embarkation to the interior place of destination, possibly 
an arrangement could be made whereby the Department's at- 
tendants could be substituted for those heretofore employed 


by the companies. 


(ad) Possibly as the result of a more thorough understanding 
concerning the precautions now observed by the steam 
ship companies in the cases of deported persons, some plan 
could be evolved that would materially reduce the number of 
cases in which the Department would feel obliged to take 
advantage of the provision of law giving it discretion to 
require the use of Government attendants. This suggestion 
is the result of knowledge that it is quite generally claimed 
on the part of the steamship companies that their own in- 
terests, as well as the requirements of the laws of European 
countries, are sufficient to meet every need in this re- 


spect. 


(e) The details of rendering bills and affecting settlement 
thereof covering cost of employing and maintaining at- 
tendants should also be discussed, as well as the furnish- 
ing of steamship and railroad tickets (the latter in Europe) 
to attendants by the transportation companies. This matter 
should be se arranged that no delay and embarrassing hitch 
may occur. 
2. MANIFESTS OF OUTGOING PASSENGERS UNDER SECTION 12 OF THE 
IMMIGRATION ACT. 

So far in the practical working of the law, the 60-day 
period allowed by Rule XXIX of the Statistical Regulations, within 
which steamship companies shall file manifests of outgoing aliens, 
seems to be arple. It franspires that in the cases of vessels 
not making regular sailings the period is not sufficient to permit of 
turning in the manifests duly sworn, the same being made up during 
the voyage. 


In this connection see letter of Deputy Collector of Customs 


‘of New York and letter of Commissioner Watchorn. 
Why could not manifests in every instance be made up from 
slips prepared by the various agents and sub-agents at the time tickets 


are sold, such slips being immediately mailed to the agent of the 
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transportation line at the seaport, and compiled on the manifests 
ready for the signature and oath of the captain the day that the 


vessel sails? 
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CONFERENCE, HELD ON OCTOBER 22, 1907, IN THE OFFICE OF THE 
SECRETARY OF COMMERCE AND LABOR, BETWEEN THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF IMMIGRATION ANT MARINE HOSPITAL SUR- 

GEONS ON THE ATLANTIC SEABOARD, AND REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF VARIOUS STEAMSHIP LINES. 


SECRETARY: I would like to know who is here of the steam- 
ship lines. 


Mr. SANDFORD: (Secretary of the International Mercantile 
Marine) Mr. Herman Winter, of the North German Lloyd; Mr. H. G. 
Kilken, of the North German Lloyd, Baltimore; Mr. A. C. H. Nyland, 
of the Holland-American Line; Mr. Sam S. Cortes, of the White Star 
line; Mr. A. S. Anderson, of the American Line, Philadelphia; and 
Mr. A. Lederer, of the International Mercantile Marine. 


SECRETARY: You gentlemen understand that the Department of 
Commerce and Labor does not make laws. It is an executive de- 
partment to carry out the laws, and we wish to carry them out in 
@ way satisfactory to the Govermment, and at the same time as lit- 
tle oppressive on you as possible. Its purpose is to carry out 
the will of Congress. The whole question of transportation, as 
you know, is very closely related to immigration. It occurred 
to me, and to the Commissioner-General and others, that only good 
could result from a conference, and that an understanding might be 
arrived at so that the law and the regulations would work smoothly 
and satisfactorily. We can take up while you are here any ques- 
tion which bears upon this inquiry. I have asked to come here the 
leading Commissioners of Immigration on the Atlantic seaboard, as 
well as four physicians from New York, Philadelphia, Boston and 
Baltimore. The Conmmissioner-General will state what points we 
shall take up. 


Kr. SARGENT: The first and most important question to bring 
up is the recent decision of the Attorney General in regard to fur- 
nishing attendants for the return of deported aliens. The ques- 
tion was referred to the Attorney General because some of the steam- 
ship lines had refused to comply with the requirements for the at- 
tendants. It wes thought best we should discuss that question with 
the steamshin companies so that arrangements might be perfected to 
return these attendants. 


SECRETARY: What has been the difficulty up to the present 
time regarding these attendants? 


ir. SARGENT; Some of the steamship lines have refused to 
take attendants. Others have refused to furnish the transportation. 
Some of the attendants have reached Europe and were stranded, because 


alte 


the companies would provide no means for their return. They 
thought they were not required to do it because they made all 
the necessary provisions for returning the aliens themselves. 


SECRETARY: Mr. Earl, I am going to have you read from the 
law those sections bearing upon returning aliens. 


Mr. EARL: I suppose everyone is familiar with the fact 
that sections 19, 20 and 21 provide for the deportation of ex- 
cluded aliens. (Mr. Earl reads the law. ! 


SECRETARY: Are you of the steamship companies familiar with 
the Attorney General's opinion? 


Mr. WINTER: Wo, this is the first we have heard of it. 


SECRETARY: There were some objections made on the part of 
some steamship companies about the attendants, anc the subject 
was submitted to the Attorney General, who delivered an opinion 
in the matter. The Solicitor will read this opinion to you. 


(Mr. Earl reads decision of the Attorney General.) 


Mir. WINTER: I think there &£s some misapprehension as to 
the attitude of the steamship lines. 


SECRETARY: The idea of the Department as to the attitude 
of the steamship lines is that they wish to cooperate with the 
Department in every way in order to carry out the law. 


Mr. WINTER: We have read the law to say that the attend- 
ant is selected becanse the deported alien needs personal at- 
tention. We are told we mst take him in the second cabin, 
while the alien goes in the steerage. Our rule is that a pas- 
senger in the second cabin cannot have access to the steerage, 
and the attendant would not be in personal attendance upon the 
alien. For that reason we have declined to furnish transporta- 
tion in the second cabin, but we have taken them in the steerage. 


SECRETARY: I think we will have to read the balance of the 
Opinion to answer that. 


(Mr. Earl reads the balance of the opinion. ) 
Mr. SANIFORD: The steamship companies have rules requiring 


a certain amount of personéel services by competent persons on 
board ship during the eastbound voyage over the helpless, sick, 


one 


or insane deported aliens. The steamship lines believed that 

if their supervision was to be supplanted by someone appointed 
by the Govermment, that attendant should be in constant at- 
tendance all through the voyage. Therefore, the steamship com- 
panies thought that the rule of all companies that the classes 
of passengers shall not mix was considered a very good reason 
why, if an attendant was furnished, that attendant should travel 
in the same class. 


SECRETARY: But the rule of the companies that passengers 


shall not mix can hardly be regarded as an obstacle to the en- 
forcement of the law. 


Mr. SANDFORD: Not at all. But the attendant supplied 
should certainly act as such. I have known of cases where the 
attendant supplied did not expect to do any service during the 
voyage. One was a Chicago policeman going home on a holiday. 
We think the attendant question has been abused. 


SECRETARY: Just give me a case. 


Mr. SANDFORD: This man's name was Epstein. Third class 
transportation was furnished to Epstein and the attendant, who 
turned out to be a Chicago policeman. We understand from the 
policeman that Epstein was to be turned over to some society, 
in London apparently. He had received no address in London 
where the society was, and Epstein had to be taken care of by 
the English authorities. In this case the Chicago policeman 
did not serve any useful purpose whatever. 


Mr. NYLAND: We want to cooperate with you in every possi- 
ble respect, and would like to point out the necessity that 
competent attendants be employed, or that the steamship lines, 
under such supervision as you please, act as in the past, and 
if any steamship company does not act as it should, if you will 
advise us we will take it up and see that that line does not 
trensgress again. 


Mr. WINTER: In Germany we are compelled to deliver every 
insane passenger to the Sanitary Police, and we have to give 
certain information about all such passengers. Last Saturday 
we had an insane passenger on our ship without any information 
whatever. 


Mr. WATCHORN: Whoever put him on boerd gave a notice to 
the first officer. 


SECRETARY: That surely ought not to be. I trust that 
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you will trace that matter out, because there has been a lapse 
somewhere. 


Mr. WINTER: If the doctor certifies the man is in such a 
condition that he needs attendants, we will furnish attendants 
and send him right to the destination. 


SECRETARY: You said that the insane alien had to be handed 
over to the Sanitary Police. You now say that you will send your 
own officer. | 


Mr. WINTER: Under their supervision. 
SECRETARY: Can’t you send our officer? 


Mr. WINTER: Wo, we can’t. 


Mr. LEDERER: The authorities in Hamburg have, upon the ar- 
rival of these aliens, simply relieved the attendants of their 
charge, and in order to enable your attendant to accompany the 
alien we have told the Govermment it was a private attendant en- 
gaged by our company. If we told them it was an official of this 
Goverment they would not have permitted him to proceed. 


SECRETARY; The Government desires that the principles of — 
humanity should be observed in reference to these rejected aliens, 
especially those unable to take care of themselves, and I mst say 
thet the reason for the law was the abuse by steamship companies 
-of those simple laws of humanity. 


Mr. SANDFORD: I believe I know the particular case. It was 
e case of suicidal mania. 


SECRETARY: You may know of one of the cases. 


Mr. SANDFORD: Suicical mania is very hard to deal with, even 
on shore. 


SECRETARY: I am going to ask Mr. Wetchorn to give me some 
things from his experience. 


Mr. WATCHORN: A few days ego I had the honor end pleasure to 
receive the same delegation of steamship representatives who are 
here this morning. I wished to have some preliminary understand- 
ing about this matter of attendants. I think I said substantially 
what you have stated, thet the desire and object of the Department 
is to have the deportation of these aliens accomplished with those 


ote 


humane considerations which become a great govermment. How to 
accomplish it is a matter to be left to the Department, but that 
there is a necessity for a special attendant there cannot be the 
slightest doubt. That one single case could have given rise to 
the passage of the act I can hardly believe. I know of a great 
many. A good case to cite would be that of the alien sent back 
accompanied by a Chicago policeman. Some complaint reached my 
office to the effect that this alien, Epstein, was deposited in 
the city of London, divested of all his possessions, and left in 
& helpless condition. It was stated that he was robbed of his 
money and watch by this Chicago policeman. Of course, we wanted 
to get the policeman’s side of the story, and the policeman re- 
ported as follows: "When I arrived at South Hampton I asked the 
representatives of the steamship line to direct me how to proceed 
to take him to the place where he belonged, and I could get little 
or no information. I decided to take him to London and inquire of 
the Jewish authorities what should be done. Accordingly I took 
him to the Jewish Shelter, and the Jewish Shelter positively re- 
fused to accept him because of his being of unsound mind. I then 
asked them to tell me where I could deliver the man, and I could 
get no information from anyone, and I hit upon this way out of the 
difficulty. I took him into a restaurant next door to the Jewish 
Shelter, and took all his money and watch, knowing that someone 
would if I did not. I expressed them back to Chicago to the Chief 
of Police, to be forwarded to the Department at Washington, ex- 
plaining that I could not find anyone to take care of Epstein. I 
knew the Jewish Sheiter would take pity on him and take care of 
him.” I think this emphasizes the necessity for an attendant. The 
gentlemen in my office last week said they had ample facilities 
for the care of these people, and could take care of them without 
the assistance of the Govermment. At the same moment they made 
this statement this letter was being written to me, and came in 
the next mail. This is a remarkable coincident. “Commissioner 
of Immigration, Ellis Island. Sir: Referring to yours of the 
15th instant, I beg to advise you that we have no fecilities for 
carrying insane passengers, anc we do not desire to quote any rate. 
Cunard Steamship Company." The White Star Line replied: "Reply- 
ing to your fevor of the 15th instant, we beg to say that our 
third class is so large, before we quote a rate we would like to 
ascertain the condition of the person to be sent, and if he re- 
quires an attendant, who is going to furnish him.” It would ap- 
pear that both admit the necessity of attendants, but when an at- 
tendant has to be furnished, they want to know who is going to pay 
the bill. There does not seem to be the slightest question as to 
the necessity of it, but I should think, from what has been said 
to me, it is a question of who is going to pay the bill. 


SECRETARY; The Attorney General's decision says who is going 
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to pay the bill. 


Mr. WATCHORN; There are a great number of instances where 
no trace of immigrants has been found on the other side. The 
state authorities are looking up insane persons who are not citi- 
sens to expell them, so these deportations will be on the increase, 
and the necessity for caring for them mst also increase. Here is 
the case of a young man placed on board a certain steemer. He 
had been landed and ordered deported, as suffering from improper 
done nutrition. He was placed on board for devortation at 9 A.XK., 
July 30th. This was in 1904. When the officer went on 
board that steamer after 4 P.M. the alien was found lying on the 
floor of the compartment, which contained four bunks, not a single 
mattress, and no bedding. It was stated by the second officer 
that he had been given nothing to eat since he was placed on board. 


SECRETARY: Where cid you get that information? 


Mr. WATCHORN: From our deporting officer, who went to see 
him deported. This is his report. There is no use mitiplying 
these cases. There are quite a lot of them, and I am quite sure 
from what I have already said there is no doubt these unfortunates 
mst have better care. It is only a question of method, and I am 
quite sure Fr. Folks is best qualified to say how it should be done. 


SECRETARY: In order to get the matter in a practical shape, 
might I ask this. Whst changes, if any, should the Department make 
in regard to this class of deportec aliens from their present regu- 
lations’ What practical method do you suggest? Are the present 
regulations satisfactory, and if not, what do you suggest? It now 
seems that the moment an attendant lands he comes in conflict with 
the authorities abroad. 


Mr. CORTES: As far as my company is concerned, I could give 
you the record of every passenger carried--the White Star Line. 
As far as Epstein is concerned, that man has made his escape, and 
we ere called to account as to where thet man is. 


SECRETARY: Who is calling you to account? 


Mr. CORTES: The British Government. No trace has heen 
found of him on the other side. 


SECRETARY: It is a very extraordinary thing that this man 
should have sent those things back to Chicago. 


Mr. CORTES: It simply shows that the plan does not work; it 
is impractical. | 
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SECRETARY: Do you think the question should be divided? 
Should the question of taking the attendants to the other side, 
and from the point of debarketion to the destination be consid- 
ered separately? 


Mr. CORTES: -Yes, consider them separately. As far as we 
are concerned, if it is an Englishman or an Irishman, we turn 
him over to some hospital in Queenstown, and they keep him until 
they find where he belongs. If he is a Scandinavian we furnish 
him with our own attendant, and take him to Stockholm and tur 
him over to the proper authorities of the perish where he be- 
longs, and there I think the shoe pinches in the matter. After 
the steamship companies have turned over the deported alien to 
the authorities and get a receipt, their responsidility should 
end. Of course, the care of the aliens on board ship is another 
question, and I am only sorry thet there should have been any 
trouble. This matter has never been brought to my attention be- 
fore. I think I am in accord with most of my confreres when I 
say thet no complaint has been brought to my attention. If I am 
wrong, Mr. Watchorn will right me. 


Mr. WATCHORN: This rule relating to aliens applies to all 
lines alike? 


Mr. CORTES: We should say so, yes. 


Mr. WATCHORN: May I read one other document. "The Cunard 
Steamship Company. October 17, 1907. Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, Ellis Island. Sir: Referring to your letter of September 
17th, we have communicated with our Liverpool office, asking them 
for information as to the whereabouts of S------- S-------, who 
was deported on the ------------ on July 135th last, and they in- 
form us they do not kmow anything about the whereabouts of this 
passenger." Someone was remiss there. 


Mr. SANDFORD: That was a case of a non-British alien. The 
British Alien Act provides that they should be sent out of Mmegland. 


SECRETARY: They should keep track of this man. 


Mr. SANDFORD: I am to take up anything connected with the 
Cunard Line personally. I should like very mech to have an op- 
portunity of clearing that matter up. I was with Mr. Brown for 
three years, and we did everything we could to safeguard the de- 
ported aliens. As far es attendance on board ship is concerned, 
the aliens had everything required. 


Mr. NYLANI: If the steamship lines can submit proof to the 
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Government authorities that an alien, deported for insanity or 
for any other reason, is well taken care of and delivered in a 
proper way to the proper authorities of the country from whence 
he came, would that be satisfactory to the Government? If he 

is well taken care of, and delivered to the proper authorities 
so that he can reach his destination, would that be satisfactory 
to the Government? : 


SECRETARY: We would be very glad to receive that, but the 
reason this law was passed was because that was not the fact. 
The reason for the law was that there were many cases of hard- 
ship, cruelty, and neglect. Of course, in a great passenger 
service like yours those things are bound to occur sometimes. 


Mr. NYLAND: Whenever a passenger goes to Rotterdam, an in- 
sane alien, our company delivers him to the city hospital for 
an examination by a physician. They keep him under observation, 
and this may take two or three weeks or longer. Iuring that 
time, in case we do not know the destination of the passenger, 
we correspond with the relatives when we are able to locate then. 
In case no anwer is obtained, the city hospital will place this 
insane alien in an insane asylum. 


SECRETARY: This question had better be considered in its 
two phases--the transportation to the other side, and from the 
other side to the destination. Lr. Watchorn, when the alien ar- 
rives on the other side, could we then leave him practically in 
the hands of the steamship company for transportation by land to 
his destination, with the understanding that we are to receive a 
report in the case as to the final destination of the alien? Do 
you think under proper arrangements we could entrust them with 
the authorities on the other side, or to the steamship companies 
who are chargeable with the deportation? 


Mr. WATCHORE: I think I suggested to these gentlemen the 
other day that unless we could get competent attendante--men who 
would give special and proper care to these unfortunates--scme 
step would have to be taken to have a permanent list of attend- 
ants appointed, but I see no reason why, if it is agreeable, that 
the chief surgeon on each ship should not become the sworn offi- 
cer of the government in the capacity of attendant, to report to 
you as to the care he gave this person during the voyage, and 
what disposition he made of him finally. As I scan the records, 
I believe it will take over two hundred attendants a year. They 
are extremely difficult to get. It is almost impossible to get 
the right kind of a person. I don't know why the surgeon of the 
ship should not be made responsible for their care, and make & 
report to the Department. Then you have something on which you 
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can base a report to the pudlic as to what was done. 


SECRETARY: Do you mean to say that we probably could dis- 


pense with attendants in a great many, or most, cases by this 
method? 


Mr. WATCHORN: Yes, let the surgeon be responsible. 


SECRETARY: How does that strike the gentlemen of the stean- 
ship lines? 


Mr. LEDERER: That would be very satisfactory. 


Mr. CORTES: I am sure it would be. Anything in reason we 
are prepared to do. 


Mr. WYLAND: If Mr. Watchorn will let us know of any care- 
lessness on board ship we will always be glad to take it up. 


SECRETARY: Suppose you land on the other side an insane 
deported person who is to go through to Italy, what becomes of 
him? 


Mr. NYLAND: If the surgeon says he mst be accompanied by 
an attendant, our orn attendant is sent with him to Italy. If 
necessary, we can furnish proof to that effect. 


SECRETARY: To make an arrangement like this we are speaking 
of would be practically dispensing with an attendant. In other 
words, it would constitute one of your officials as the attendant. 
We have got to have ea report in each case. If such an arrange- 
ment should come, abuses would overthrow it at once. What does 
the Commissioner-General think of that proposition: 


Mr. SARGENT: I don't like it. What I would like to see is 
that the United States put a commissioned officer, a medical man, 
on every ship, to take particular charge of those under deporta- 
tion who are insane or sick, and to have access to these persons 
at all times. 


SECRETARY: Don’t you think that would be devoting rather 
too extensive a remedy for the evil we are trying to reach? 
fhere are e good many ships that go back with none on. 


Mr. SARGENT: If you are going to have an officer on board 
I should mach prefer he should be an officer of our own. 


SECRETARY: The Commissioner-General's recommendations are 


not law; they are advices for law. Probably if his advices had 
been followed the law would be in e better condition than at the 
present time. It is a simple proposition. His proposition is 
to have a medical officer on board of the ships. If such a law 
existed that method would be very practical, but as such a law 
does not exist, we have got to consider on that is prac- 
tical in the meant ime. 


Mr. SARGENT: If the steamship companies are in accord with 
Mr. Watchorn'’s proposition to have their own officer act in the 
capacity of attendant for these insane rersons and make a report 
to you, would the steamship companies object to the appointment 
of a Merine Hospital Surgeon to be the attendant in the interests 
of these people? 


Mr. WATCHORN: I think the recommendation I made was that you 
would either have to appoint two hundred permanent attendants, or 
resort to some such methods as thet. I think if the two mndred 
attendants are appointed it would be very well to draw them from 
the Marine Hospital Service. 


Mr. HILXEN: It appears to me it would be very well if there 
could be made a distinction between the different lines. I em 
pretty sure that the old-established lines heave always, and al- 
ways will, take care of the passengers whor you return, while 
there may be mushroom lines who do not. In such cases it would 
be necessary for the Department to send an attendant, but I be- 
lieve that the recommendation of the Commissioner of Immigration 
st New York is a very good one, and that the first-class lines 
could be trusted with taking care of those passengers. I also 
want to say that as to accompanying attendants, if the chief of- 
ficers of the Goverment were charged with selecting attendants 
it would be all right, but I don't think the selection has been 
made very carefully. The case of the Chicago policeman, which Mr. 
Watchorn referred to, shows the incapacity of the men in not know- 
ing whet to do. I don’t think there attaches any blame to the 
steamship company on the other side. 


SECRETARY: I think you are right. This man acted very stu- 
pidly. 


Mr. HIIXES: I believe there is no steamship company who 
would refuse to take an attendant as far as the port where they 
land. The question of the expenses is something for agreement 
between the Department and the steamship companies. 


SECRETARY: For that reason I submitted it to the Attorney 
General. I am trying to find a practical way, provided the 
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present way is not satisfactory, for handling thie matter; that 
is the point. It seems to me the question is divided into two 
distinct parts. The transportation of the alien to the other 
side is one part, and from the port of debarkation to the place 
of destination is the other part. I think perheps those two subd- 
jects may be treated differently. 


Mr. WATCHORN: Our officers who have gone to Italy find then- 
selves absolutely powerless when they reach an Italian port. 


SECRETARY: The Italian Government takes good care of such 
pessengers, doesn’t it? | 


Mr. WATCHOHN: Yes. 


. SECRETARY: It would seem from the cases illustrating the 
Italian method our attendant would be needless. 


Mr. WATCHORN: Certainly so. Our inspector reports that dbet- 
ter attention could not be given. 


SECRETARY: There is a point, and a very important point. 
That branch of the deportation is done in such a way that it is 
satisfactory all round. 


Mr. WINTER: Those seme conditions prevail in Germany and in 
Holland, because the authorities take charge of the aliens. The 
majority of the passengers going to Italy are of their nationality. 


Mr. CORTES: Here is « case in direct contrast to the method 
of the Govermment. With regard to the man Epstein we have nothing 
to do st all. We had an insane woman named J----- H-----, who was 
so violent it was not safe to send her back, and they kept her in 
@ sanitarium et our expense, amounting to $500, and it became a 
question in our minds whether we should continue to pay those bills. 
Finally I arranged with Mr. Murray for him to put that women on 
board the ship with two stewardesses to take charge of her night 
anc day. The result was the woman was perfectly quiet during the 
voyage. When she got to the railroad station she became so vio- 
lent we had to call in the police, end she was put in an asylun. 
She was kept there until her father and sister took her home, and 
the lest I heard the woman was very much improved. There is the 
difference between our system and the system of sending an at- 
tendant. I maintein that our system is the best. 


SECRETARY: Mr. Folks, who is largely responsible for this 
lew of attendants, has had a great deal of experience in this work, 
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and I wanted to get his views. What have you to say about this 
matter, Mr. Folks? 


Mr. FOLKS: I plead guilty to having had some hand in the 
acts leading to the passage of the law, and I think it is a pretty 
good law as it stands. I should like to state that we made no 
recommendations, however, as to who should pay the cost of these 
deportstions. In the case of a new and complicated situation I. 
suppose the safe practice is to ask what has been the experience 
of others. In that line I should like to call attention to the 
experience of the state of New York. It has been the custom of 
the state of New York for ea good many years to deport qite a 
good many persons, insane aliens, who were subject to deportation 
under the law. This practice of deporting insane aliens has been 
carried on for some time, so there is a very mch wider range in 
the matter of attendants than pertains in the case of Federal au- 
thorities. Their practice differs in some regards from the present 
practice of the Federal authorities, anc I should like to state very 
briefly what is cone in New York. It has been their practice for 
@ long time to send attencants with the persons who are really in- 
sanc. I think no one can question tne fact that many of the in- 
sane who are deported, possibly not all, but many of them, do not 
receive personal attention. That the provision of stewards, nurses, 
and physicians on board a boat for ordinary purposes cannot take 
the place of the constant care an insane person requires, I think 
is beyond question. If necessary, the Commissioner could refer to 
Imndreds of cases of hardship by reason of the fact that there was 
no personal attendance. Therefore the state of New York always 
sends a personal attendant. Those attendants sre chosen within 
certain well defined lines. They are alweys experienced in the 
care of the insene, and are graduates from a hospital school for 
the insane. It requires instructions thet they have received there 
in regard to the nature of insanity, etc. That insures a@ person 
of considerable intelligence. It insures a person accustomed to 
the different forms of insanity. 


SECRETARY: Are enough of this kind of people available for 
the national Government? 


Mr. FOLKS: I understand there are, granting certain facts, 
of which I am about to speak. In the first place, they are paid 
$3 a day for their services, as against $2 a day paid by the Fed- 
eral authorities. Considering their degree of experience it is 
not an unreasonable sum. They are permitted to return second 
clese, and going they accompany the alien. . 


SECRETARY: They go steerage? 


Mr. FOLKS: They go in the hospital department of the ship, 
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which is usually, I believe, in the steerage. 


Mr. HILKEN: They are put in our hospital, together with 
the attendant. When you send no attendant, of course we put the 
insane person in charge of our two surgeons on board and the hos- 
pital stewards, who attend the sick during the day and night. 


SECRETARY: The point is that the attendant goes with the 
insane person, and in the same class with him; that is, in the 
hospital part of the ship for steerage passengers. 


Mr. WINTER: Will Mr. Folks specify the line by which these 
cases are taken? There is no such steamship company here. 


Mr. FOLKS: It has been going on for a dozen or fifteen years. 


SECRETARY: Here is a gentleman who has been attending the 
deportation of insane persons for the state of New York. It is 


very illuminating it seems to me. Mr. Folks’ attendants have tra- 
velec in the steerage. 


Mr. WATCHORN: We have been unable to get anyone who is 
willing to go in the steerage, and I am sorry to say the people 
Mr. Folks refers to have declined to accept the position under the 
Federal terms of employment. 


Mr. FOIXS: I am not myself engaged in overseeing the depor- 
tation, but I am in touch with those who are. The state anthori- . 
ties in New York advance to the attendants the sums of money that 
are to be required for the trip, so they are not required, as I 
understand the Federal attendants are, to advance this money them- 
selves, and wait a considerable time for its repayment. It is for 
this fact that the Federal attendants are not inclined to go again. 
They have been obliged to advance one or two hmndred dollars for 
expenses themselves. One very significant thing to my mind is this; 
The state authorities inform me that in all their experience, so 
far as they can recall, there has been no case in which they have 
had difficulty with the foreign govermments stepping in at the point 
of departure from the boat, and interfering with their attendant 
accompanying the insane person to the final destination. I sug- 
gest that e careful study be made as to what the regulations are 
which in the one cese seem to intervene, and in-.the other case, 
otherwise similar, do not intervene. I think it is mich more de- 
sirable that the same attendant who accompanies the patient on the 
boat should accampany him to his final destination, for the reason 
that he is accustomed to his particular form of insanity. The pa- 
tient is also accustomed to him and will follow his inetructions. 
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Mr. HILKEN : In Germany there are no laws about the land- 
ing of pessengers, except, of course, custom laws. But there 
are laws for returned aliens. 


Mr. WATCHORN: I think it would throw a great deal of light 
upon this point if these gentlemen could explain how an attendant 
paid by the state of New York experiences no difficulty in get- 
ting off a ship at either Bremen or Hamburg and going to the 
final destination, whereas a Federal officer accompanying an alien 
is prevented by the laws of that country to go on. 


Mr. LEDERER: The insane aliens spoken of by Mr. Folks are 
not known to be deported insane aliens. They go as an ordinary 
passenger, and it is not known to the steamship company. Other- 
wise they would not be accepted under any consideration. They 
are smmggled aboard if they go by the Holland-American Line. They 
go through with the rest of the passengers, while the aliens de- 
ported by the Govermment have to be turned over by the steamship 
company to the Government, who assume charge and relieve the at- 
tendants of the Federal Government, whose further services are 
practically useless. That is the difference between the passen- 
gers sent by Mr. Folks and the ones sent by the Government. 


lir. SANDFORD: It is a very serious thing to carry insane 
passengers right among the other passengers, and if there is any 
damage done the steamship company is responsible. 


Mr. FOLKS: I trust you will observe from the remarks just 
made the necessity of having an attendant. The unwillingness to 
transport an insane pessenger shows that when one is transported 
he requires better care than the officers of the ship can give. 


Mr. SANDFORD: In the one case we are voluntary agents, and 
in the other we are not. 


SECRETARY: Of course, when they are involuntary agents if 
they can do anything to make it easier for themselves they will 
do it, provided in doing that they can satisfy our requirements. 
It is ea different relationship now than before. 


Mr. FOLKS: Their extreme unwillingness to carry an insane 
person on account of the damger to the other pessengers, suggests 
very clearly the necessity of close attendance when they do take 
them. 


SECRETARY: I would answer you that they admit the necessity 
of an attendant for an insane alien. 


Mr. WINTER: We don't deny that the pessenger needs an at- 
tendant. 


Mr. FOIXS: You admit that the passenger needs an attendant 
besides those on your boat? — 


Mr. WINTER: No, we do not. We say that an attendant in the 
second cabin is not a proper attendant for a steerage passenger, 
nor is a policeman a proper attendant. Neither is an unexperi- 
enced man a proper attendant. 


SECRETARY: I think your argument is good. 
Mr. WINTER: Our attendants are trained and experienced men. 


3 Mr. FOLKS: I should like to know whether your hospital 
stewards have had experience in the care of insane persons. 


Mr. WINTER (and others): Most decidedly. 
Mr. FOLKS: Are they graduates of a hospital? 
Kr. WINTER: Yes. 


Mr. FOLKS: That does not compare with the impressions I 
have gained from people who have been in the hospital depert- 
ments of these boats as to the competency of the stewards. 


Mr. WINTER: I kmow of no case in which the state of New 
York has sent over aliens under the conditions Mr. Folks states. 


SECRETARY: Mr. Folks, how many such returns of insane per- 
sons do you know of within recent years? 


Mr. FOIXS: Im the neighborhood of 100 a year. I should 
like to place on file my emphatic dissent from the statement 
that the surgeons and physicians and those engaged to look af- 
ter the average passengers on board ship can be considered pro- 
viding an attendant within the terms of this law. 


SECRETARY: I think the steamship companies had better note 
that. 


Mr. FOLKS: I just happened to kmow of several cases of at- 
tendants going to the final destination, and out of seven in- 


stances only two experienced any difficulty in going through. 


Mr. LEDERER: Our company has presented the matter in such 
a wey that these attendants have been engaged by us as private 
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attendants, and under those conditions have been permitted to 
proceed. We would not care to make those false representations 
again. 


Mr. CORTES: Mr. Folks, can you tell me what company car- 
ried those people of whom you speak? 


Mr. FOLKS: I can get those things for you. 


Mr. SANDFORT: One point is the question of familiarity 
with foreign languages. 


Mr. FOLKS: That is provided for by the constant employment 
of a number of persons who do nothing else. We have a woman who 
speaks five languages. I have a feeling that the difficulties in 
the way of carrying out the present law may not be so great as 
they appear. If, perhaps, there might be a far-reaching inquiry 
as to just what the situation is at these foreign ports, and that 
the present rules be given a more extended trial before they be 
modified, more satisfaction might be gained. There should be at- 
tached to the office of the Commissioner of Immigration attendants 
possessing qualifications and training for this work. 


Mr. ANDERSON: I think the steamship companies all recognize 
the fact that an attendant should accompany every insane alien. 
They believe, however, that they are quite able to furnish the at- 
tendants; better, in fact, than the Government is, as is shown by 
the experience of the Government so far under the law. The ques- 
tion, it seems to me, is whether the people have been safely 
landed and taken care of on the other side, according to the law 
of the country to which they have been deported, or to their homes. 
As a practical suggestion I would offer this. Under the lew you 
are empowered now to appoint United States surgeons at the various 
ports of embarkation for westbound aliens. The steamship companies, 
or at least our company, would be very glad to have you appoint 
those people, so that we may avoid bringing over people of contagious 
diseases which our surgeons find it impossible to detect, but on 
arrival here are discovered. I believe that we have just as good 
surgeons in Liverpool examining the passengers as there are in the 
service anywhere, and yet there is a disagreement between the diag- 
nosis of the Liverpool surgeons and those here. If you place a 
United States surgeon on the other side to make examinations, in- 
stead of our civil doctors, and you accept his statement, then the 
examination is made properly, and if anyone does harpen to pass 
through then there will be no confliction. You have the authority 
to appoint those officers, as we understand it. 


Mr. SANDFORD: Im reference to Mr. Folks's remarks as to the 
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capsbility of our hospital sttendents on board ship, the stean- 
ship companies would be quite satisfied to have a certificate as 
to the character of the people so employed, from any one of the 
Marine Hospital surgeons. We are satisfied that the hospital at- 
tendants on board ship are as capable as can be found anywhere. 


SECRETARY: My experience would disagree with you very mch. 
I do not think you have as high class physicians on board ship as 
we have. 


Mr. SANDFORD: We are speaking of stewards and stewardesses 
especially employed and detailed for hospital work. 


SECRETARY: These troubles the law intends to remedy would 
never have originated if you are correct in thet statement. You 
didn’t have stewards to take care of these people, because they 
were neglected to a very great extent. 


Mr. SANDFORD: If, when any trouble arises regarding stean- 
ship lines, the matter was referred to the association of stean- 
ship lines, they would take it up with the offending lines and 
have the trouble remedied. 


SECRETARY: We can’t go back to the conditions existing be- 
fore the law was passed. I am trying to see what can be done dif- 
ferent from what we are now doing to carry out the law, to meet 
any objections which you gentlemen of the steamship companies may 
have in reference not only to this branch of the subject, but in 
reference to the new immigration law generally. This Department 
has under its jurisdiction not only immigration and commerce, but 
many other subjects. We do not desire to do anything that will 
interfere with navigation any more than we are compelled to do 
under the law. For that reason the Department can take this up 
in as broad a way as the law permits, and I want to get an idea 
as to whet can be done and still carry out the law. 


Mr. SANDFOrD: We think the suggestion made by Mr. Watchorn 
is a very useful one, and we should be very glad to try it. 


SECRETARY: It is doubtful whether he can make practical ar- 
rangements for that particular suggestion'’s introduction. He 
would probably change many of its details very mech after reflec- 

tion. 


Mr. FOLKS: When you speak of providing an attendant for an 
insane person in the form of one of the stewards, should that plan 
be adopted, would you undertake to provide for each insane person 


an attendant who had had experience in an institution for the 
care of the insane, and who during that trip had no other duties 
except to look after that insane person? 


Mr. SANDFORD: We would give as many attendants as necessary 
to take care of the alien. 


Mr. FOLKS: People think an insane person does not need an 
attendant unless he is violent, but they need observation when they 
are quiet. I don't think when our friends speak of furnishing an 
attendant they have any idea of furnishing an attendant for that 
exclusive duty. 


Mr. SANDFORD: The insane persons are kept apart with special 
attendants. 


SECRETARY: kr. Sargent, what other subjects are there? 


Mr. SARGENT; The main criticism seems to be because we have 
been a little unfortunate in the selection of our attendants. 
well, we mey be entitled to criticiem. The Chicago policeman was 
& very able man, end I think the circumstances show he used far 
better judgment than the gentlemen representing the steamship cam- 
panies used in refusing to give him information. lLlet that pass. 
The Federal Government can, in my judgment, furnish just as ex- 
cellent attendants to accompany these aliens as anybody can, and 
thet is what we should do. If a person is insane and desires an 
attendant, he should have a competent person, and that is where 
the trouble has been. The Commissioners have done the best they 
could. If Kr. Wetchorn hac suggested to me to go as an attendant 
and said to put up $150 for expenses, I would have ssid no. I 
would not go back to Europe anc furnish the money for myself, and 
wait six months for reimbursement after I got back. We have got 
to establish some regular method for furnishing attendants. You 
admit that the sttendants are necessary, and you say you can fur- 
nish them. The Government does not think you are furnishing the 
proper attendants, and the law says the Secretary shall furnish 
these attendants. The bill is to be paid by the steamship com- 
panies. The quicker we get right down to business, and arrive at 
some understanding as to how this law is to be carried out, the 
better it will be for ell parties. For my part, I believe the 
attendant who goes back with an insane person should be a person 
familiar with the care of insane people, end have a thorough 
knowledge of the conditions. I believe that wherever it is pos- 
sible to send back an experienced medical officer it should be 
done. The law was never intended to furnish an opportunity for 
persons to make ae vacation trip to Murope and returm at the ex- 
pense of the steamship company. The law intends that where there 
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is a helpless alien, insane or sick, and if the Secretary in his 
Judgment regards it necessary that some person should be returned 
with that alien, he can appoint en attendant, and you gentle- 
men shall bear all the expenses of his return. Now the question 
is, to come to an understanding whereby the Government and the 
steamship companies may work together with absolute confidence. 
The Secretary isn’t going to say that an attendant shall be re- 
turned with an alien unless he feels in his mind it is necessary, 
and he isn’t going to send anyone back unless the conditions are 
such that the attendant is required. To come right down to the 
meat of the thing, it is simply for the Secretary to order which 
cases shell have an accompanying attendant, and we want you centle- 
men to meet the situation. If the law is wrong, change the law, 
but while it is there let us make up our minds to comply with it. 


SECRETARY: What line does the “Koenig Louise" belong to? 
Mr. WINTER: North German Lloyd line. 


SECRETARY: Here is a case before me now. It is the report 
of an Assistant Corporation Counsel of Chicago, who was the at- 
tendant to this alien. He states that the accommodations on 
board the "Koenig Louise" were unsanitary and unpleasant even 
for a short time, and that the officials made no arrangements 
for the safety and comfort of such aliens. (Secretary reads the 
report from the case). 


Mr. WINTER: That is one of the steamers on which an Italian 
authority was in charge, and it is the Italian requirements we 
have to meet on those steamers. 


Mr. MURRAY: This report was mace by one of the most intel- 
ligent men we have been able to get. 


Mr. WINTER: He naturally would find the steerage conditions 
unsatisfactory. 


SECRETARY: Shall we adjourn this hearing until sometime this 
afternoon? 


Mr. WINTER: The steamship companies admit that an insane 
passenger needs an attendant, and are perfectly willing to furnish 
them. In furnishing these attendants, however, the conditions on 
the other side mst always be considered 

Iiir. SANDFORT: Thst is the most important of the two features. 


Mr. WINTER: As I pointed out before, in Germany and in Holland 
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we must give these people over to the authorities, and they hold 
us strictly responsible. 


Mr. SARGENT: I would like to ask you a question. You admit 
the necessity of an attendant, and you call our attention to the 
conditions on the other side. If we decide to put attendants on 


your ships would you promptly and willingly meet all the expenses 
of that attendant? 


Mr. WINTER: You know he mst be mestered in under the Ger- 
man law. He mst enter into the service, and no one is allowed 
to remain there unless he is mstered in. We cannot give any- 
body authority under the German law. 


Mr. SARGENT: Can you meet the expenses? 

Mr. WINTER: It is a question of German law. 

Mr. SARGENT: We have an alien which you brought here. If 
it becomes necessary to deport him, and it is necessary to. send 
en attendant, if we charge you the expenses to and from the coun- 
try, are you satisfied to meet then? 

Mr. WINTER: We have taken him over in the steerage. 

SECRETARY: I don’t want to settle this question simply by 
a discussion of this kind. Either we have a right or we have not. 
We claim we have that right. 


Mr. SANDFORD: We imagine you are trying to find the most 
humane method of taking the alien to his home. 


SECRETARY: Suppose we meet agein et 2:50, or shall I make 
it 3? 


Mr. WINTER: Three o'clock will give us sufficient time. 
(Morning session adjourned st 13:30). 
---000--- 


SECRETARY: Well, gentlemen, shall we begin the session? 
Eave you formlseted something you wish to present? 


Mr. WINTER: Yes. I want to say first, and emphasize, that 
the lines are desirous of coopereting to the fullest extent in 
their power in caring for these poor demented persons and de- 
livering them to their destinations, and I think you will give 
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me some credit when I say there is no reason to assume that the 
steamship companies, who yeer in and year out are required to 
care for people, should be accused of not having some sympathy 
and desire to care for these people. We want to say again that 
we believe, because of the nature of our business, that we are 
best qualified to take care of these people, and we sre prepared 
to give you a promise now, and to say that we will take proper 
care of these demented persons ss fear as we possibly can under 
the restrictions of local requirements on the other side. We 
will provide proper accommodations for them on our steamers. 

They will be in charge of our surgeons as heretofore. There 
heve been cases where insane persons have been returned to us 
when we have not furnished one steward but three or four. There 
is no doubt about it, and we are prepared to do that again, and 
if necessary to amplify that. But when it comes to the other 
side we have got to turn them over to the authorities, and we are 
prepared to furnish you with a proper receipt that we have given 
them over to some proper person, but you have got to consider the 
conditions. Holland takes the sick and puts them in the hospital 
anc observes them. It may take weeks before they are sent to 
their final destination. In Germany we have to turn them over to 
the police. If they are transferable, they are sent on, and if 
not they are placec in the hospitel. The receipt of the proper 
authority will be given you. But in Russia we can deliver them 
only over to the Russian authorities. Russia at one time took 
the standpoint that if anyone lived in Russia and went away he 
need not come back, and that position, although not so strong, 
still stands to ae certain extent. 


SECRETARY: Our attendant could. 
hir. WINTER: I! doubt it. We can’t put them through. 


Mr. WATCHORN: I just recall a case now of & young man with 
&@ case @ year ago from Ellis Island, and he delivered the aliens 
to their perents. He had some difficulty because he was a native 
born Russian, and they held him because he had escaped his mili- 
tary duties. , | 


Mr. WINTER: We had a case on the Holland-American Line where 
they were taken to their homes, but it is not possible in every 
case. 


SECRETARY: That is just where it would be important to de- 
liver them at their homes. 


Mr. WINTER: EHow can we do it? 
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SECRETARY: Our man can. 

Mr. WINTER: Wot in every case. 

SECRETARY: Oh, yes, we can. They can't keep them out. 
Mr. WINTER: We can't overcome international difficulties. 


SECRETARY: Wo, you can’t; but that would be a case where 
we would have to send an attendant because our attendant can de- 
liver them. We have had no trouble in delivering people to the 
destinetion, have we, Mr. Watchorn? | 


Mr. WATCHORK: Wo, no trouble in that respect. 


Mr. WINTER: How are we going to take people to their desti- 
nation when the German Govermment says they will assume charge? 


SECRETARY: Your company has so much influence with your Gov- 
ernment that you can arrange that very easily, because you have a 
good many ways of getting the German Government to accommodate 
you. Otherwise we can do it, and we will do it, as we have done, 
end I think you will have no trouble in cases where you have to 
take persons through Germany into another country. You can get 
the consent of the German Govermnent. 


Mr. WINTER: Getting this consent is the whole trouble. 


SECRETARY: I don’t think Germany would stop our officers. 
I know enough about internetional affairs to know thet if we sent 
an attendant through Germany we can arrange that there shall be 
no obstacles in the way of carrying out our law, and thet they 
will hardly refuse the transit of an American citizen on an er- 
rand of governmental business. I don’t think they will. I cer- 
tainly would bring it to the attention of the Embassy here. As 
soon as the obstacles come I can sweep them away. 


Mr. WINTER: How about the financial part of it? The finan- 
cial part is just as important to us as to anyone. The passenger 
we return costs ts from five to ten times as much as we get for it. 

Kr. WATCHORE: What per cent do you carry back? 
WINTER: Very small. 


WATCHORN: What relation does it bear to the whole? 


wy 8 


. WINTER: We are not objecting because of the expense. 
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Mr. WATCHORN: How many people are sent back by the state 
of New York? 


Mr. WINTER: Kr. Folks said about one hundred insane. 


Mr. WATCHORN: It is far more than one hundred. The state 
of New York sent back last year more than five thousand who 
were accompanied for the most part by attendants, and no objec- 
tion was raised to the attendants at all. It happened over five 
thousand times. 


Mr. WIXTER: We know of no such cases. 


Mr. WATCHORN: I give you as reference Mr. Hill, at Albany, 
Superintendent of Poor. 


Mr. WINTER: Not one of those passengers were reported to us 
who were sent across that way. It is a risk you put upon us. 
One single attendant in the case of s violent passenger is not 
enough, and look at the risk you put upon.us. We would hsve been 
responsible, and we could not have gotten back at you. It is not 
a right thing to do. I think the Secretary will admit that. 


SECRETARY: I admit your legal proposition. 


Mr. WINTER: I don't think it is e charitable proposition, 
either. 


SECRETARY: You know the reason of this law was because the 
returnec insane passengers did not receive the proper treatment. 
At any rate, even if you and I don't agree on that point, the law 
has provided for ea different arrangement. 


Mr. WINTER: We offer this suggestion as a trial. If you are 
of the opinion that we haven't sufficient attendants, we can fur- 


nish them quicker than your Department can, because we know where > 
to get then. 


SECRETARY: I purpose to appoint a committee to receive and 
study over the proposition which you have made, and I will have 
as that committee the Commissioner-General, Mr. Watchorn, and 
I had in mind Mr. Clark, but he is a little too far away. Mr. 
Clark doesn't come in contact with that branch of the work. Whom 
would you suggest? 


Mr. WINTER: Take a medical officer, Dr. Stoner. 


SECRETARY: Yes, that would do. 
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Mr. SARGENT: I suggest you appoint our medical officer 
et Ellis Island. 


SECRETARY: The Commissioner-General, Mr. Watchorn, and Dr. 
Stoner will take that subject up. I would like for you to con- 
fer with Mr. Folks also. Ail you are after is to make sure that 
these persons receive the proper care and attention on board ship. 
Just so that it is provided; that is the point. 


Mr. FOLKS; That is the point: as well as in getting to their 
final destination. 


Mr. WINTER: The steamship lines ask that when the Department 
believes there is reason for complaint, why not come to us and 
tell us, and we will have those things remedied. In our business 
those things may creep in; why not come to us; isn’t that a fair 
proposition? 


SECRETARY: I think that is very reasonable. 


Mr. WINTER: If there is a steamship company not doing right, 
we will get after them. It isn’t fair to hit us all for what one 
of the small lines does. 


SECRETARY: I think possibly 90% of your business is with the 
Commissioner at Ellis Island. 


Mr. WINTER: Why don’t they let us know, anc we can coms to- 
gether and talk it over. Many e question would be settled in a 
very easy way then. 


Mr. WATCEORN: If the Commissioner would ask you to appoint 
an attendant you would say that the laws of Germany interfere, 
and you can’t do it. 


Mr. WINTER: You never came to us. 


Mr. WATCHORN: You have come to me, and we have talked the 
thing over, and I have asked you many times to do tims and so with 
our attendants, and you have refused. 


Mr. CORTES: When we were called together I was absolutely at 
& loss to find the reason for it. I did not know there was any 
trouble. 


Mr. WATCHORN: You never can tell where Mr. Folks is going 
to turn up. 


SECRETARY: If this meeting has no other effect, it will. 
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certainly have the effect of having you gentlemen, who are at 
the head of a most important industry, confer with our officials, 
and I am happy to say that our officials are men whom you can 
confer with, and I think you can bear me out in this. 


Mr. WINTER: That is why we come to you in this spirit. 


SECRETARY: I can’t say that this proposition will be ac- 
cepted, but it will have very careful consideration by the men 
most competent to consider it, and there are certain obligations 
of law placed upon the Department that we mest consider. Whom 
will this committee address? 


Mr. WINTER: Mr. Sandford is our Secretary, or they can come 
to any one of us. 


SECRETARY: I also empower the committee to add to their num- 
ber any time if they find it necessary. Have you anything further 


to say? 


Mr. SANDFORD: About three years ago the misance of stowa- 
ways head reached such a pass that an order was promulgated to the 
effect that, as these men who stowed away and turned up after the 
ship left, had not been subjected to any scrutiny beforehand, they 
had not come within the requirements of the United States and were 
send back as likely to become public charity. Now every time a 
stowaway gets in it encourages others to stowaway, and if a hard 
and fast rule, like that applying to dangerous contagious diseases, 
were made, it would help the situation very mch. Stowaways get- 
ting in without inspection are not desirable. In one case we had 
twenty-one stowaways on the voyage. 


SECRETARY; I don’t catch your point. 


Mr. SANDFORD: What we want is a definite rule that stowaways 
shall not be admitted; that they shall always be deported. 


SECRETARY: Commissioner-General, what do you say’ 

Mr. SARGENT; I should be very glad if the Department could 
go back to the rule before the present law went into effect. The 
stowaways were sent back. I think it would be e wise act on the 


part of yourself if we went back to that same condition that ex- 
isted in 1905. 


SECRETARY: You recommend that? 


hir. SARGENT: I most certainly do. 


— 
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SECRETARY: Do you think we can do that? 
Mr. EARL: There is no one to object. 


SECRETARY: I refer that question to thie committee, also. 
This committee will have the services of Mr. Earl, the Solicitor 
of this Department, whenever they want it, for guidance. I think 
that proposition is not an unreasonable proposition. We want to 


discourage stowaways. A stowaway is not a desirable addition to 
a population. 


Mr. SARGENT: One strong point in the argument of the stean- 
ship people at the present time is that there is an incentive on 
the part of the ship's crew to aid people coming to this country 
as stowaways when there is a possibility of getting into the 
country. There is a great deal of that being done, because the 
shipe' crews get money by aiding these people to come to this 
country. 


SECRETARY: I think we can do it. I will be inclined to do 
it and let the law adjust itself, and I wish this committee would 
take that up for consideration. This morning I had two cases of 
stowaways in another branch of the Immigration Service, and I de- 
ported then. 


Mr. WATCHORN: There is one port where they are making a gen- 
eral business of it--Rotterdan. 


SECRETARY: How is it done--by collusion? 


Mr. WATCHORN: They pass the medical examination at the port 
by the ship's doctor, and then manage to get down to the wharf end 
pay their passage money over to the crew, and stow away in the 
cargo. Ninety per cent of the stowaways have been of the undesir- 
able classes. 


SECRETARY: There are certain cases where a stowaway night 
have more rights. Take, for instance, the case of a stowaway who 
is a political refugee. In every law we pass we are constantly 
making a reservation for political refugees. It is one of those 
things inherent in our own system. I will give you an example: 
Take Turkey, where I was for some time. That is an sutocratic 
government. A man might do something there that would be very 
justifiable in our eyes--in the eyes of civilised nations—and 
yet might do it meritoriously. He cannot get away in the method 
that is provided in that country, but he might come as a stowaway, 
and it would be hard to take away from him a right which we have 
always upheld. 
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Mr. WATCHORN: Under the old rule we always fixed a case 
like that by letting someone come forward and pay his passage, 
and put him on the passenger list. 


Mr. FOIXS: If we have finished with the insane passengers, 
I would like to be excused. : 


SECRETARY: Very well, if you are not interested in the other 
subjects. Are there any other subjects to suggest? 


Mr. SARGENT: Yes, in regard to the certification of outgo- 
ing aliens, which we are required to have for our statistical 
reports. 


SECRETARY: I think that with a little bit of explanation 
you will get everything you want. 


Mr. SARGENT: We have provided sixty days as the limit for 
giving us the statistics of all outgoing aliens, and that was 
decided as ample time for receiving back the manifests of a ship 
sailing from the port. It is claimed by some shipe that come into 
Hew York that sixty days is not a sufficient time wherein they can 
get the manifests back. We have suggested that it would facili- 
tate matters if the agents were instructed, when they sold tickets, 
to report that by mail to New York. 


Mr. WINTER: That is done now. 


Mr. SARGENT: Are you willing that should be done among the 
steemship lines? 


Mr. WINTER: It is already the rule. 
Mr. SARGENT: We are not getting reports from several. 


Mr. WINTER: They may be lines going to Africa or South 
America, and some carry only first-class passengers and a limited 
number. 


SECREPARY: I think it is important for you gentlemen to take 
that up. I em very anxious that our Government should have correct 
statistics of immigration. We have had exaggerated figures hereto- 
fore--they were true, but they were not the whole truth. We know 
there is a large percentage of immigrants who go back to the coun- 
try of their origin in a short time. Some are disappointed; others 
have made some money and want to go back home. The result is that 
the statistics of immigration are always three or four hundred 
‘thousand larger than they should be. It is from you we mst get the 
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returning immigrants, and it is to your interests to give them 
to us, and to give them to us as promptly and systematically as 
it is possible to do. I think it is going to place quite a dif- 
ferent phase on the whole immigretion question. There is another 
side of this question I am very anxious to get information about. 
It is not provided for under the law, but perhaps you will enable 
me to get it. I would like to know what is the addition to the 
population by immigration each year; the net addition. We know 
how many immigrants come over, and you are getting for us under 
the law the aliens going back. That does not give us exactly what 
I want. I would like to find out in addition to that how many of 
those going back were aliens but are not now aliens. 
ee 

Mr. SANDFORD: We were going to suggest that to you. I think 
I made that suggestion to Mr. Sargent last June; that a colwm 
should be added to show whether or not the alien has taken out pre- 
liminary papers. Is that what you mean? 


SECRETARY: If the alien has taken out preliminary papers he 
is still an alien. let us take an example. Here is an alien from 
Germany. He comes over here and is counted as an alien. If in 
three years he goes back, under the new tabulation we will have a 
returning alien. If he goes back in six years, and has been natur- 
alized in the meantime, we haven't any statistics regarding hin. 

In order to find out what is the addition to the pomlation, the 


net addition. it is important to know how many came and were counted 
as aliens, but who go back as citisens. Then from those figures we 


will be able to get the net addition to the population by inmigre- 
tion. 


Mr. WATCHORN: You would be perfectly right if you estimated 
the net addition anmally to be three per cent of the whole. 


SECRETARY: I don’t know whether you can give me that. Could 
you furnish that? | 


Mr. SANDFORD: We supply Mr. Sargent and Mr. Wetchorn with all 
the information we have. 


SECRETARY: Can you give me this? 

Mr. WINTER: The citizen may not want to answer these questions. 
SECRETARY: I know he might say that it is none of your business. 
Mr. WINTER: We will be glad to get it for you. 


SECRETARY: You see what I want. 
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Mr. WINTER: The difficulty is with the first-class passen- 
gers. 


SECRETARY: From the second and third-class passengers you 
will get ninety per cent of the whole. 


Mr. ANDERSON: Oouldn’t the passport division give some sta- 
tistics about that? 


SECRETARY: Mr. Murray telle me that probably only ten out 
of a thousand that leave show passports. It is rather the excep- 
tion than the rule. They do not need passports for many places. 


Mr. CORTES: There is a flow every year of Irish servant 
girls. 


SECRETARY: Every German city has a great number of Ameri- 
can citisens of German origin who have gone back and decided to 
remain there permanently. 


Mr. WINTER: One difficulty we have is that we have abso- 


lutely no record of how many aliens go back by Canadian ports, 
that we bring in. 


Mr. CORTES: We have the same difficulty there. 
SECRETARY: I would like to use those figures another year 


if you are able to get them for me, or at least an estimate at 
the end of the year. 


Mr. ANDERSON: Do you get any information as to the mmber 
of passengers who go into Canada or Mexico. 


SECRETARY: We have those going into Canada. 


Mr. ANDERSON: I do not mean those who go out through Canad- 
ian ports. 


SECRETARY: Last year you stated in one of your letters that, 
according to the Dominion authorities, the number of immigrants 
entering Canada from the United States was 65,000. 


Mr. CLARK: That includes American citizens. This year they 
claim 57,000. 


SECRETARY: They tell me that is offset by the number of 
Canadians coming into the United States. 
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Mr. CLARK: That will be clearly demonstrated this one 
because we are keeping the naturalization records. 


SECRETARY: Is there any other subject? 


Mr. SARGENT: I would like to make a suggestion. Let that 
matter be presented to this committee; just what additional 
statistics you would like. We can take it up and discuss it. 
Mr. Clark has a very important question I would like brought 
up, and that is the refunding of the head tax to aliens in 
transit through the country. Mr. Clark will make a statement. 


Mr. CLARK: It will be touching a very tender spot, but I 
was prompted to bring it to your attention by the Conmmissioner- 
General. There is much criticism regarding the refunding of 
the head tax to transit passengers from whom this tax is col- 
lected, and for the return of which no provision has been made 
by anybody. I suppose the return of the head tax devolves upon 
the steamship company which collected it, because the matter of 
refund is between the Government and the company. I think that 
for the good name of our service some arrangement should be made 
with the steamship lines when they collect this head tax from 
persons in transit to guarantee its return as the law contemplates. 


Mr. WATCHORN: Suppose two Italians are coming from Naples; 
one going to Toronto and one to New York. The one going to To- 
-ronto asks for a refund of $4. Supposing an alien in Toronto, 
who landed last week at New York, should address a letter to Mr. 
Winter, saying, “I came on your steamer, and I want back my #4." 


Mr. WINTER: He has not paid it; the steamship company paid. 
kr. WATCHORN: You collect it back fror the Government. 


Kr. WINTER: We pay it in the first place. The alien does 
not pay it; we pay it. 


Mr. CLARK: The greater number of our complaints come from 
passengers coming across the Pacific and landing at Seattle. 
They get a receipt for %, but they don't know what to do to - 
get their money back. 


Mr. CORTES: As far as the Canadian Pacific is concerned, 
they refund the head tax. 


Mr. CLARK: I am not alluding to the Canadian Pacific, but 
to American lines. The Pacific Mail Line say they will refund 
if you present the receipt to their agent at Boston, New York 
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or Philadelphia, but if the 8 r goes out at ot 
place he loses the $. a any other 


Mr. SANDFORD: Can you provide, under the regulations, that 
in the discretion of the immigration officials at the border no 
head tax should be collected in certain cases? 


SECRETARY: We will turn that subject over to the committee. 
I am going to add Er. Clark to the committee. Are there any 
other questions? 


Mr. SARGENT: I wish you would ask one question, if you will, 
and that is, if they have any fault to find with any specific 
regulation which we are working under now. 


SECRETARY: I will ask that question, but I want to say this, 
that of course those regulations are based upon lew. If there 
are any which are working a hardship, which can be amended or 
re-shaped, end still carry out the law, I would be glad to hear it. 


Mr. SARDFORD: We have not considered that. 


Mr. WINTER: There are possibly some, but we are not prepered 
to discuss that now. 


SECRETARY: They can be brought before the committee. 


Mr. SARGENT: My reason was that we are not always on the caer- 
pet before the Judge, and now that we are in the presence of the 
Judge, the Solicitor, and the Assistant Secretary, I didn’t know 
but wheat the gentlemen might have something to discuss in their 
presence. 


SECRETARY: Are there any other subjects? 
Mr. CORTES: We have not given any other subject thought. 


SECRETARY: I didn’t know but what you might have had some- 
thing else. 


Mr. WINTER: This morning we heard for the first time of the 
decision of the Attorney General. These decisions are rendered 
on points of mutual interest, and it seems to me the Department 
might furnish the steamship lines with these decisions. I wish 
the Commissioner-General would see that this decision is furnished 
us. 


SECRETARY: There is no reason why you should not receive 
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these decisions. There is certainly no objection to your hav- 
ing them. 


Mr. MURRAY: The fine cases for bringing in trachoma come 
under my eye. Are the doctors of the steamship companies doing 
all they can to detect those cases? Last year we assessed some- 
thing like $37,000 in fines, and sometimes five, eight and ten 
hundred dollars on 4 single vessel, and the steamship companies 
in none of these cases put in any defense. It seems to me that 
there is considerable carelessness, and gross carelessness, among 
the doctors to allow this. 


Mr. LEDERER: I think Dr. Safford is in the best position 
of anyone to judge about the negligence question. He knows the 
methods employed by the steamship doctors, and I would like to 
know if Dr. Safford thinks the methods employed at Hamburg could 
be improved, as far as the medical examination is concerned? 


Dr. SAFFORD: It is true I have visited a number of stations 
abroad, but my observations were not of a kind that enable me pos- 
itively to determine the correctness of diagnoses, because the 
examinations are so rapidly made, and I could see them only for 
a moment as they passed the line. At one port there were ten or 
twelve passengers whom the doctors afterwards declared they never 
had seen. 


SECRETARY: That is one of the subjects that will come be- 
fore the committee. I would like to read something from a memo- 
randum I have had prepared: “Inform the steamship companicos 
that under the law a fine of $100 is to be imposed upon companies 
bringing such diseased aliens. The Department desires to inform 
the steamship companies that it will be very strict in imposing 
these fines.” Now, if there are no other subjects to discuss, I 
would like to have the physicians of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service and the Commissioners remain here, as there are 
some questions I want to discuss with them. I am much obliged to 
you, gentlemen.

The Committee appointed by you on October 22, 1907, at the 
close of the conference held in your office between a committee appointed 
by the principal trans<Atlantio steamship lines, the Commissioners of 
Immigration at the ports.of New York, Montreal, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore, and the chief medical officers at the ports of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, has the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report as to action taken and conclusions reached on the several 
subjects referred to it for consideration and further conference with 
the representatives of the steamship lines. 

On November 20th the several members of the Committee (with 
the exeeption of Cormissioner Clark of Montreal, who had been excused 
because of certain important business calling him to the West) met with 


Meesrs. Sanford, Winter, Biers, Anderson, Cortes, Lederer, and Nyland, 


representing the steamship lines, Mr. Homer Folk of the New York State 


Board of Charities being present by invitation during part of the con 
ference, which was called to order at 10:30 a.m. in Mr. Sanfords office, 
¥o.19 Broadway. 

The Committee again met in the office of the Commissioner-~ 
General on the morning of December 12th, instant, neither Mr. Sanford 
nor Mr. Folk being able to be present, and the former stating his 
belief that it would not be necessary for him, as the representative 
of the steamship companies, to attend this final conference, as it 
was held merely for the purpose of formulating the plans suggested 
and Giseussed in the general meeting at New York and preparing a report 


. 


In the meeting in New York, as well as in the final confer- 
ence, the following three subjects were discussed in order, vis: Ate 
tendants for deported aliens; Refund of head-—tax deposited on accowt 
of transit alien passengers; and, Handling of cases of alien stowaways. 
The said subjects are therefore taken up in order in this report: 

1. ATTENDANTS FOR DEPORTED ALIENS. 

The representatives of the steamship lines contended in the 
meeting in New York, as they had in the conference held in the Secre- 
tary's office, that the law made the matter of employing an attendant 
one of discretion with the Secretary; that the leading steamship lines 
by which the most of the deportations sre made are in better position 
to furnish proper care and attendance in the cases of diseased, dis- 
abled, and insane aliens than is the Govermment; and that if such 


lines were afforded an opportunity to effect these deportations they 


were in position to insure the delivery of the persons deported to 


proper custodians at the place of final destination and to care for 
them in a humane and entirely satisfactory manner en route. The 
representatives of the lines suggested that the principal objects 
sougnt to be accomplished by having attendants accompany deported aliens 
could be secured by a system of returns, and subriitted a rough draft 
of a blank which they thought, if properly worked out in detail, would 
afford a system that would place in the possession of the Department 
a complete history of each case ordered deported, covering from the 
time the alien is placed on board a vessel in an American port wmtil 
he is delivered into proper custody at final destination. They 
pleaded for an opportunity to demonstrate the feasibility and satis- 
factory character of their suggestion, and were informed that the Com- 
mittee would give the matter careful consideration and submit it to the 
Secretary. 

There is submitted herewith (p.7) a blank form which em- 
bodies the suggestions of the steamship representatives. This form 
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is prepared in four sections, consisting of a "Statement of particulars 
concerning alien requiring special care and attention;” a "Receipt for 
alien and baggage;" a "Return, ocean voyage;" and a "Return, land trip 
and delivery at final destination." The plan is to have this blank 
form accompany each alien ordered returned or deported, if such alien 
is in a mental or physical condition which renders special care and 
attention necessary; the blank receipt to be signed and returned to 

the officer delivering the alien on board at the time of delivery; the 
return cowering the ocean voyage to be mailed to the commissioner imme- 
diately that the voyage is completed and the receipt of a custodian 3 
obtained; and the return covering the land trip and delivery at final 
destination to be mailed to the ecimissioner at the port of deporta- 
tion as soon as the delivery to final destination has been accomplished 
and the receipt of a proper custodian obtained. The blank is practical- 
ly self—explanitory and seems to require no further comment. 

Your Committee recommends that this plan be given a trial, 
the steamship lines being advised, of course, that the arrangement is 
tentative and that the Secretary reserves the right to employ an ate 
tendant in any case in which he deems sueh action necessary and to 
discontinue the tentative arrangement if it is not found to work to 
his satisfaction. 

Your Committee also recommends that in adopting such plan 
the surgeons in charge at the various ports shall be required to send 
a medical officer on board steamers on which aliens who have been 
designated as persons requiring special care and attention are about 
to be deported,with the objeet of ascertaining what facilities are 
afforded on shipboard for the accormodetion of such persons or what 
special arrangements are being made to meet any particular exigency 
arising because of the deportation of an wnusual number at one time. 
On the basis of such reports it will be possible to determine whether 


it would be desirable to detail a medical officer to proceed with a 


ship on the voyage across and make independent observations with regard

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to the facilities afforded and the treatment accorded the deported 
diseased, disabled, or insane persons. Your Committee believes that 
the adoption of this plan and giving it a fair trial might develop a 
system for handling cases of the character under consideration which 
would produce results quite as good as, if not better than, the employ- 
ment of independent attendants, whose position on board ship mst 
necessarily be somewhat anomalous and cause more or less friction, and 
which at the same time would be lews objectionable to the steamship 
lines. Moreover, a knowledge upon the part of steamship officials 
that there is an intention to exercise the statutory authority and re- 
quire the carrying of attendants miess their plan works satisfactor- 
ily, and a further mowledge u'on their part that the facilities af. 
forded and the treatment accorded on board their ships is being made 
the subject of observaticn and report, could but tend to secure their 
utmost endeavor to have the plan work to the Department's satisfaction. 
In other words, the steamship lines would be sunesbentee put upon good 
behavior and held to a strict account. An additional distinct ad- 
vantage to be gained under the plan is the fact that it would cover, 
as indicated in the blank form, the cases of diseased, disabled, and 
insane aliens rejected at the ports of this country as well as the 
cases of those ordered deported under Departmental warrant; the stear- 
ship companies having agreed that if the plan is adopted they will 
make returns regarding the first-mentioned class, although the attend- 
ent feature of the law does not specifically cover such cases. 

2. REFUND OF HEAD-TAX TO TRANSIT ALIEN PASSENGERS. 

The representatives of the steamship lines made no objection 
to the adoption of a plan, proposed in a letter written the Comnis- 
sioner-General by Commissioner Clark of Montreal, under which such 
companies will deliver to alien passengers falling within the class 
"transits," on account of whom head~tax is deposited pending their 


departure from the United States within thirty days, a negotiable 


receipt to be honored by any ticket agent of a steamship or railway

line by which the alien actually leaves the United States, the four 


dollars being returned by such agent to the alien who endorses the 
receipt over to the agent, and the line represented by such agent to 
reimburse itself by transferring the receipt to the transportation 
line by which the deposit was made, the latter line in turn to obtain 
refund from the Government by endorsing the receipt over to the imi- 
gration officer in charge at the port of entry, who would use it as 
evidence of the departure of the transit alien in his instructions to 
the collector of customs to make refund. 


A blank form intended for use in this connection is attached 


(p. 8), and needs no further explanation. 

Your Committee believes that the general ofeytion of this 
plan will be of much benefit to an even and satisfactory enforcement 
of the regulations covering transits and will also, incidentally, save 
some money to the Government. Its desirability consists chiefly in 
the fact that it will afford an easy, prompt, and umiform system of 
refund, and remove the opportunities which now exist for complaint on 
the part of those who have been required to pay the head-tax and who 
experience more or less difficulty in securing ‘the return of their 
money upon leaving the country. 


Se EXAMINATION OF STOVA™AYS. 


The steamship representatives again urged the importance of 


a return to the rule formerly in force wider which alien stowaways 


were regarded as outside the provisions of the immigration laws and 
: ; refused examination thereunder. One representative contended, quite 
at length, that stowaways were excludable because stowing-—away on a 
vessel is a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude. The question, being 


one of a legal character,was referred to the legal member of your 


Committee, Solicitor Earl. At the meeting of December 12th, Mr. Earl 


reported that he had not been able to conclude that the contention 


that stowaways were excludable as persons guilty of a misdemeanor 
involving moral turpitude was sound, and that inasmuch as it has been

reported in the newspapers that a decision has recently been handed 
down by the Cireuit Court of Appeals in the Louisiana District having 


a direct bearing upon the question, he thought it would be best to 


wait until a report of that decision was in hand. Under the circun~ 


stances no other course seemed possible, and the Committee wmanimously 


agreed to his suggestion.

Now, of course, the only thing we are 
interested in is the humane side of it, the proper care of these 
alien insane persons and their delivery to their homes, AMy plan 
tnat will secure that is-entirely unobdjectionable to-us, and it is 
quite natural if a new plan is submitted it should have some con- 
Sideration of how it is working, rhe only suggestion that occurred 
to me- i nave no new light to throw on the subject- I thought perhaps 
it would be desirable that the government itself, through its 
Oo Ticial channels, should ascertain the attitude of the various 
-Oreign govermaents towards the subject of attendants, that they 
should understand directly and officiaily from the governments their 
attitude on the subject of attendants, whether he is permitted to 
go or not, and then proceed in the light of tnat knowledge. And 
also, tnat the authorities of the Immigrant Department might perhaps 
secure -rom the attendants who had vecn certified by them a statement 
in each case of how far they went anc wnat they did on board of the 
boat, where they roomed, where they took their meals, and mat 
part of the day trey were with their patients, whetner they took him 
to his final destination or not and if s0 what obstacles they met 
on the way. In the light of information of that kind I have no 
doubt the authorities will reach a satisfactory adjustment of the 
matter. Of course it is entirely discretionary with the Secretary 
what patients require attendants, and I take it any action which 
might be taken would be subject to revision from time to time in 
tne light of experience-

we were in coiference at Washington the question 


of stowaways was raised and particular referred to by the Secretary 
and mvself and I gathered tie inference at tuat conference that 
this question of tne regila.ion was going to be further considered, 
end I am notdesirous o: overlooking anything. I open the question 
for any discussion that you may think necessary at this time. 
lire Biers: 

TO save time, lire. parle. and I had a talk a out the legal 
bearing of this aue.tion, and I would like to call one matter to 
the attention of the conference ard that is this- I1 think it is 
the attitude of the steamship lines that they would be glad if the 
government would make a seneral r.le requiring all stowaways to be 
deported. Now the reason for that is, Ic an show you perhaps in 
the best way by referring to an actual case one one or tne Cunard 
ships, the "Slavonia" which stopped at Sicily 3-1/2 years ago on 
its way from the Adriatic to New York. It did not take on any third 
class passengers in Sicily and the officers were as careful as tney 
could be to guard against admittance to the ship of any diseased 
people. The people in the second cabin were very carefully inspect- 
ed. I can't tell you just how many passengers were rejected on 


that particular voyage after examination, b t on the voyage of the 


next ship, that was the "Carpatnia", between one-quarter and one-thirc 
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of those who applied for admission were rejected because they were 
found to be su fer‘ng from trachoma, a disease whichis particularly 
prevalent among the poor people in Sicily. While the ship was 
cseing loaded wiih a large number of boxes of fruit at Palermo and 
while the stevecores were necessarily coming and going with them, 
twenty-two pecple from the shore secreted themselves on the ship. 
The went about amonhs+ the 4mmicrants on board and it was not very 
Gitficult for them to hide among these immigrants, and as the 
"Sa@avonia" did not stop, was not scheduled to stop anywhere, they 
could safely appear about a day after and were assured of their 
Of the twenty-two stowaways eleven we found to 
have trachoma, and tzere were a thousand immigrants exposed to that 
Gisease, The 22 stowaways themselves, when tney were found, were 
and insubordinate, They were all put in the hospital, 
involving the officers in a great 
reasonable state of ordere- When 
the lower bay !} they tri LO met over-board 
them in the fire pit; it was like confining so 
many wild animals more or less affected with ciseases. When they 
reached here some of those people were allowed to land, The daiffi- 
culty, of ccurse, sich a situation is that so long as a stowaway 
is allowed «cc land it is some inducement, it operates as an induce- 
ment to those wno come that way and it is a particular inducement 
to a man who wovld not pass the inspection of our doctors on the 
other side- Of course it is impossible for the steansnip companies 
ta comply with the immigration law with respect to those stowaways, 
we can't stop them coms tin in a lawless way, I don't suppose there 
is any very serious objection as to the advantage of excluding 


those people from this country. The legal question is a little more 


divficult, I would like to invite your attention to this: Section 2 
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of the Act which defines the classes of aliens which should be ex- 


Cluded of course specifies, as was the case in the other Act, 


persons who are likely to become a public charge. Now it is prob- 


ably not thec ase that all stowaways are likely tobecome public 
charges, Some of them undoubtedly are, because if aman is a hard 
wo-king man and is a good steady subject for immigr: tion, he can 
robably earn enough to come in a legal way and buy his ticket and 

The act then goes on $0 enumer- 
ate those who should be excluded and it says; "Persons w:o0 have 


been convicted of or admit having committed a felony or other 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral turp tude."

In an opinion of the Solicitor of the Department of commerce 
and Labor, dated June 23, 1905, alien stowaways (as to whom strict 
compliance with section l2 of the Act appro March 3, 1903, is 
impracticable) are held to be outside i¢ classes of aliens en- 
titled to examination under the immigration laws, and the following 
instructions relative to such persons are hereby promulgated: 


Alien stowaways must be reported and manifested by the masters 
’ vessels, immediately upon arrival at a vort of the United States, 
the same manner as other aliens; pr vided, however, that the mane 
every such person shall be followed by the word "Stowaway". 
Head tax shall not be certified on account of alien stowaways, 
nor shall they be examined under the immigration laws touching their 
-icht to enter the United States. 
3. A detention notice (Form 559) snall ve served in the case of 
-very alien stowaway, in orde~ to apprise the master of the vessel 
of the penalties provided by section 18 of the act approved Mar.'05. 
4. <At ports where immigrati.n stations ae located, alien stowaways 
may be removed thereto, at the request, expense, and risk of the 
vessel concerned, vencing the departure oz the said vessel or the 
next sailing weesea of a versel of the same line, or the sailing of 
2vessel of my other line with which arrancenents may have been 
made for the return of the stowaway. At ports where tnere are no 
detention facilities, s cu persons must be kept on shipboard and 
safely guarded while in port, and their presence on boara must be 
verified ty an immigration officer immediately before the sailing of 
the vessel.

sir: | 

I have the honor to report the following. On September 13, 
1907, I received a cablegram from the Department informing me that 
in view of the outbreak of cholera in Russia, emigrants from Russia 
were to be detained under quarantine five days, their bapgage dis- 
infected, and paragraph 30 of the Quarantine Resulations applied. 
This cablerzram was confirmed by a letter of the Department, dated 
September 13, 1907, file No. 8143/4. 

On receipt of the cablecram [, at once, personally informed 
the representatives of the Cunard Company as well as those of the 
Austro-Americana about the above mentioned instructions [ had re- 
ceived, adding that I required strict adherence to them on their 
part. 

In the “Pension” of the Austro-Americana at Servolse there are 
quarters sufficient for 700 persons. Tne buildins has two wings 
with suiteble rooms to xeep individuals serragated in cuarantine, 
as also an apparatus for disinfection on the ground floor. 

I requested the Austro-Americana Company to notify at my 
consulate the arrival of all emigrants from Russia on the same 
day they severall, reached Trieste and were quarantined, in order 
that I misht inspect matters at any time. I considered it neq- 
essary to do so. I added further that I[ must be duly informed as 


to the day and hour the disinfection of the bagrage was going to be 
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proceeded with, that I, or my deputy, might be present, also that 
the seals on the doors of the disinfection room were on no ac- 

count to be removed without my permission. 

A few days later I distinctly specified, in each detail, my 
instructions-as above-regarding the quarantine arrangements as fol- 
lows: 

When a batch of emigrants from Russia is quarantined, subse- 
quent new comers from that country must be quartered apart from 
the previous batch that is performing the five days quarantine. 

The reason of this prescription is evident , for should any of the 
previous batch mix with the subsequent one from Russia, the former 
mey contract the infection from the latter. Therefore my orders 
were that if for any reason new arrivals were mixed up with persons 
already performing quarantine, the whole lot was to be «ent in quar- 
an tine until the expiration of five days datine from the arrival 
of the last party added to the number. 

To thie the representatives of the Austro-Americana objected. 
The head physician of the compeny told me they cannot quarantine 
more than three lots of Russians at the same time in the building. 
Up to this hour no more than two trpope of Russians have performed 
quarantine simultameously. 

Now another question has arisen. Since October 31, 1907, 
the Austro-Americana has opened a new lige from Trieste to Buenos 
Ayres, Argentine Republic, for transportation of emigrants and 


freight. The emigrants to this State in South America are quar-

tered in the "Pension" as well as the emigrants bound for the 
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To my questions which I put lately several times to employees of 
the Austro-Americana whether Russians emigrated to Argentine I got 
answer in the negative. 

On October 26, 1907, the police captain who inspected the emi- 
grants for the S. S. FRANCESCA at the “Pension” at Servola excluded 
more tahn thirty Young men from embarkation, because they had no 
permission to leave the Austro-Hungarian empire owing to the mili- 
tary laws. But the Department of Police at Trieste had become 
suspicious lest the Austro-Americana had surreptitiously embarked 
such excluded persons, and when on the above mentioned day the emi- 
-egrants berzam to board the S. S. FRANCESCA, the police made a second 
inspection, and found, as they suspected, that upwards of thirty 
of the youne men from whom the tickets had been taken by the police 
had received them back and were thus allowed to fo on board without 
their xnowledge. This fact of dishonesty on the part of employees 
of the Austro-Americana made me doubt all the more whether I had been 
told the truth when [I was assured that no emigrants from Russia were 
amons the emigrants sent to Arzentine. 

On Sunday, November 17, 1907, the embarxation of emigrants 
on board the S. S. SAURA for New York took place. tT commenced the 
inspection at eight o'clock in the morning, and learned at once that 
73 emigrants from Russia were goins to be embarxed. I strongly 
objected to this because since the embarkation of emigrants to Yew 
York on board S. S. FRANCESCA no reports of the arrival and quaran- 


tining of any Russians had reached me from the Austro-Americana 


rooms. On its being telephoned from the Pension at Servola to the 
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Headquarters of the company in town that I objected to the embarx- 
ation of the Russians, two of the Directors of the company appeared 
at Secrvola, and sssured me that the Russians had been juarantined as 
usual, but they had neglected to notify me about their arrival, and 
urged me to provide the inspection cards for the Russians with the 
consular stamp. But their endeavors were in vain. I replied that 
I had not been informed of the arrival of the Russians, and that 
even their record book at the Pension in which the name of the emi- 
grants from Russia and the day and hour of their arrival are always 
entered showed no entries during the previous fortnight. 

A few of the emigrants from Russia whom I had debarred from 
embarxation come from those German settlements of South Russia which 
were established there a lone time ago, and they spoke German well 
enough to be understood. From them I learned that friends of theirs 
had emigrated to the Argentine Republic by vessels of the Austro 
Americana. 

Now I had proof that I was told an untruth when I was assured 
that no Russian emigrants had emigrated to Arrentine. 

On drawing the attention of Dr. Martinis, head physician of the 
Austro-Americana to this fact, I sot the answer that I should mind 
my own business, and not interfere in matters relating to emigrants 
to the Argentine Republic. 

It is quite evident that if emizrants to the United States 
are allowed free intercourse and boarding in the same Pension 
es emigrants from Russie--bound for Argentine-- and therefore not sub 


jected to any quarantine, or their baggage to disinfection, all the 
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sanitary precautions the Department has ordered me to enforce in 
order to prevent cholera beins imported from Russia via Trieste 
into the United States beoome of no effect, being thus practically 
negat ived. 

I go every day to Servola to watch whether the quarantine laws 
and repuletions are followed out. 

On the 19th day of November 1907 I was notified by the Austro 
Americana of the arrival of 35 emigrants from Russia, of which 30 
were to embarx for the United States and 5 to the Argentine Repub- 
lic. 

One hour later Dr. Martinis called at the consulate informing 
that, to overcome the difficulties, the five emigrants from Russia 
destined for the Arcentine Republic were going to be quarantined 
with the other 30 emigrants from Russia mentioned above and their 
baggage disinfected, but he would not guarantee that this measure 
would in every case be done in the future. 

I answered him it would be absolutely necessary to keep the 
emigrants from Russie destined for the Argentine Republic far away 
from the Pension and quarter them in town. And I pointed out to 
him, that non observance of paragraph 30 of the Quarantine Repula- 
tions on the part of the Austro Americana company, would oblige me 
withhold the Bill of Health. 

Thereupon the physician remarked that the Austro Americana 
Company regarded it a favor shown me if they quarantined emigrants 


from Russie destined to the Argentine Republic before they mingle 
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with emigrants for the United States. I returned that I shall see 
that the Department's instructions are enforced in their every de- 
tail till they are suspended by the Department. 
From the foregoing statement the Department will see how I 
am hampered in following out the Department's sanitary instructions, 
and how I have to be constantly on the watch lest my instructions 
be frustrated by the very parties who being on the spot should maxe 
them practically effectual. 
Therefore whenever I obtain positive proof that the United 
States Quarantine Laws and Resulations have been infringed I shall 
refuse the Bill of Health, unless otherwise instructed by the De- 
partment. | 
I beg the Department «o say whether my mode of procedure as 
Stated above has been correct.
